I reſolved to employ thoſe little natural Talents, which 
Heaven has given me, for the Diverſion atid Inſtruction 
of the Publick, and my on Advantage. To this End 
(with the Aſſiſtance of ſome Friends) I ſet on Foot a 
Pamphlet, which we publiſh'd under the Title of The 
Bex; or :Univerſal: Weekly Pamphlet : Containing fome- 


thing to bit every Man's Taſte and Principles, (viz.) An 


Abridgment of every Thing Material, and all ibe Eſſays worth 
— + in the Weekl Papers; T ” ſtrongeſt Arguments on 
each Side of tbe- Dueftion in all Diſputes of a publick Na- 
ture, placed in a'fair and impartial Light, with ſeveral 
Original Compoſitions. both in Proſe and Verſe. 

Our Pamphlet contained, likewiſe, a ſhort Account of 
Foreign and Domeſtick Affairs, flung into a ne Me- 
ibod, and. interſperſed with Political Reflections: It alſo 
contained a very curious Account of the State f Litera- 
ture in every Part of Europe. To carry on a Work of 
this Nature, I had collected ſeveral Materials, and at a 
very great Expence eſtabliſh'd a large Correſpondence 
Abroad; The Publick thought fit to encoura . At- 
tempt to pleaſe them: Our Pam Pampnl grew more 
and more into Repute, and Neuter in 2 Party 
Matters; but Mr. — having fallen upon the Cha- 
rafter of the late Mr. Addiſon, for his writing a Speator 


in Praiſe of Trade and the Engliſo Merchants, I thought 


myſelf oblig'd in our BEE, Number X, to vindicate 
the Memory of my deceaſed Friend and Relation; and 
could not help, at the ſame Time, ſpeaking both of 
Trade and our Merchants with that Action and Neſpeli 
which is juſtly due to them. 

In a Day or two after this BEE came out, the Com- 
miſſioners of the Stamp-Office ſent a Meſſenger, on pur- 


Porn to let our Publiſher Know, that They could enter no

more of the BEES in their Office, but expefteg'we ſhould 
for Stamping them, , A roar * 
To demand, that, a Pamphlet ſhould. be. tamped, is 
directly contrary to the A# Parliament, Which lays a 
Duty upon all Pamphlets of Two Shillings a Sheet 3 and 
is ſuch, a Demand as was zever heard of in #ng/and till 
this Day. It is therefore ſubmitted to the Publick, - whe- 
ther there, can poſſibly be a more Jlagr an Inftanee- of 
Cruelty and Opreſſion than the making ſuch a Demand. 
To ſhew the monſtrous Nature of this Demand, let it 
be conſider'd, that our BEE, or Weekly Pampblet, con- 
rained never leſs than three Sheets, and has ſome Limes 
contained four Sheets and half of Paper. A Stamp upon 
four Sheets and half of Paper amounts to -Fgur-pece 
Half penny; we fold the Pamphlet itſelf for Four-pence 
Half-penxy to the Trade, and gave them a Book beſides, 
upon every Quarter of an Hundred, ſo that what theſe 
merciful Commiſſioners had the Conſcience to demand for 
ſtamping every Book, was more Maney than the Book 
itſelf was actually fold for. If theſe Gentlemen have it 
in their Power to lay ſuch an Exciſe upon any Pamphlet, 
becauſe ſome People may not lite the Authors of it, 
there is certainly an End of the Liberty of the Preſ. 
I never < br much favour from a Board of Gentle- 
men,. who are obliged to obſerve ſuch Rules aud Orders as 
they from Time to Time receive from the TREASURY, yet, 
I muſt own, I did take it for Granted, that they. would 
at leaſt have acted conſiſtently with themſel ves. It ſeems 
I was Miſtaken. The Weekly Magazine, the London- 
Magazine, and the Gentleman's-Magazine, have all of 
them been publiſhed Weekly and Monthly, without any 
interruption from the Commiſſioners ; and theſe ſeveral 
Pamphlets are, in moſt Reſpects, of the ſame Nature with 
the BEE; They all conſiſt of Poetry, Eſſays, Politicks, 
and News: The Magazines indeed, contain little more 
than bare Extradis from other Papers, whereas the BEE. 
had many Original Compoſitions both in Proſe and Verſe. 
I am informed, that one of the Political States of Great 
Britain, has been. publiſhed Monthly for above forty 
Tears paſt z and tho News is but one ſmall Article among 
a great many others, in the BEE, yet theſe rwo Pamph- 
2 59 J 0 B 2 8 lets, 
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lets, entitled, he Political State, &&c. entirely confiſt of 
nothing but News, or an Account of Foreign and Dome- 
ſtick Occurrences. The Proceedings at the Sefſions when 
they were publiſhed in a ſingle Sheet, and ſold for To- 
pence, were ſtamped, and looked upon as common News- 
Papers; but ſince thoſe Proceedings have been put into 
a better Form, and now make a Six-penny Pampblet, the 
Commiſſioners never had the Aſſurance to pretend, that 
ſdch'a Pampblet out to be tamped. Sheet: 1 
Theſe very Commiſſioners never made the leaſt Scruple 
to enter the BEE, (as they do all ether Pamphlets, and as 
by an Act of Parliament they are obliged to do) 'till 
after the Publication of Number X. I do, hereby own, 
that I was the Author of that Number, and am ready to 
defend, in a legal Manner, every Syllable it contains ; 
but if a certain Perſon, who might be vexed to ſee his 
Tool Mr. Osborne expoſed,” the Memory of the Author 
of Cato vindicated, and the Britiſh Merchants juſtly com- 
mended, can take his Revenge after bis Manner; If he 
can thus ſuppreſs a Pampblet, and ruin a Plan, which it 
coſt me almoſt five hundred Pounds to ſet on Foot, I leave 
you, Ol my Country men! ſeriouſly to reflect what is 
become of the Liberty of our Preſs. I believe, I have 
already faid enough to convince you, that what the Com- 
miſſioners of the Stamp-Office have done, is directly 
contrary to Law, inconſiſtent with their own Proceed-

meeting Mr. Roberts the Publiſher in Lincoln's-Inn, on 
Tueſday the 8th Inſtant, I told him, that the Commi/: 
fioners Demand being Arbitrary and Illegal, I was rel. 
ved not to mind it; and that be ſhould have the BEE 
ſent. him in as uſual next Saturday. His reply was, that 
be did not underſtand the Law, but that he durſt not ven. 
ture to diſoblige the Commiſſioners, who he found would not 
forgive bim if he continued to publiſh the BEE. He went 
to. them immediately after, and told them, as ] 

am inform'd, that rather then diſoblige them, he would 
publiſh the BEE no longer; and that he found thoſ:

If the honourable Gentleman had cbndeſcended to take 
my poor Advice, an his late Defeat, I believe he would 
have ſound no Reaſon to repent of it. A ſmall Acknow- 

ment of his Errors, or ill Defigns, together with ſome 
Aſſurances that He would never make ſuch an Attempt 
again, might by Degrees have ſoften'd the Reſentments 
of the People; but an obſtinate Perſeverance in the Up- 
rightneſs of his Scheme, and an avow'd Reſolution to re- 
vive it, at ſume convenient Opportunity, can have no 
other Effect than to keep up the Spirits of the People, 
and unite Them in his Downfal.

There is ſuch an Affecta- 
tion of Wit and Rhetorick in this Piece, ſuch a pretty 
florid Emptineſs in the Periods, enlivened with ſo many 
curious Similes, Alluſions, and other Ornaments of Dicti- 
on, that methinks I have the Author full in my Eyes; 
and doubt not that it will be diſpers'd through the King- 
dom with the ſame Induſtry, that other Pamphlets have 
been. It is one of thoſe political Kites, (to ſpeak in 
our Authors metaphorical Language) which the petits 
Maitres of the M—ry commonly fly about this Time of 
the Tear; and therefore I muſt beg Leave to ſend a 
Meſſenger after it. 

The firſt four Pages are filPd up with the uſual Adula- 
tion to the Patron of theſe Writings ; who is repreſented 
as a Perſon not only of great Candour and Forbearance, 
but likewiſe of Fortitude and Reſolution, in deſpiſing po- 
pular Clamour, and not being quite frighten'd out of his 
Wits at an Execution in Effigie ; but it plainly appears by 
his wincing, that he is not altogether ſo eaſy at the Bottom, 
as he would willingly be thought ; for however He may 
lug out Toledo and ſwagger, like Captain Bluff, whilit 
bis Enemy is at a Diſtance ; yet Fear and a guilty Con-

ſcience carry Him off, like Teague's Legi, whether He 
will or no. His Advocate ſeems to be fo ſenfible of This,

Hiſtory, which contains a, Relation of his Afton Wi 
We ſhall paſs by his three Expeditions 'into EH 
under his Uncle Schirkouke, or, Siracon, who was {en 
thicher at the Head, of an Army by 'Sultan ©'Ner adi, 
of whom we. made ſome mention in our former Fr. 
tract. Siracon being made Vizir of Egypt, with 'the 
Title and Honours of Sultan, did not long ſurvive 
his. good Fortune, but left his Nephew and Succrſſot, 
Saladin, to gather the Fruits of his Labours. 

The firſt Thing the new Sultan did, was to relieve 
the City of Damieta, which was then beſieged by the 
Chriſtians; after which he ſtifled the beginning of 
Revolt in Upper © Egypt.

lenais, or Jaſfa, Seida, Berytus, Askalon, Bethlehem, 
Gaza, Ramla, and ſeveral other Places; and the Sultan 
then found he was in a Condition to beſiege Feruſalem. 
This Siege was pur ſued ſo vigorouſly, that the beſieged, 
notwithſtanding a gallant Reſiſtance, ſoon found them- 
ſelves under a neceſſity of capitulating. Saladin, at firſt 
anſwered, he would grant them no Conditions, but was

62⁰ me BEE: Or,” 
reſolved to take the City by Stotm, as the Chriſtians ha 
taken it from the Muſulmen: But finding afterward, 
that the Franks were refolved to ſtand it out to the li 
Extremity, he began to be more pliable, and capitulate 
with them, that every Man ſhould Day 10 Pieces of 
Gold, every Woman 5; and every Child 23 that thoſ 
who ranfomed themife]ves, at this Price, ſliould be con. 
ducted to Syre, but that thoſe ho could not pay thi 

Sum ſhould remain in Slavery. Thus was Jeruſalem taken 
by Saladin after a fiege of 14 Days in the 383 Year of 
the Hepira, and the Sultan, after having given the ne- 
ceſſary Orders for the Evacuation of the Place, and the 
recompenſing of his Troops; departed without having 
one ſingle ' Piece of left of the 220000 Pieces, 
which he received for the Ranſom of the Inhabitants. 

- Soon afterwards he laid Siege to the City of Hre, but 
his Fleet, by which he expected conſiderable Reinforce. 
ments, having met with a Misfortune, and the ſeaſon 
being diſadvantageous he raiſed the Seige and retired to 
the City of Acres. The next Year, after having in vain 
attempted the Seige of the Caſtle of Caucheb, he made an 
Excurſion towards the Northern Coaſts of Syria, con 
 quered Gabale, and Laodicea, afterwards Szjoun, Bacas, 

urſa, Derbaſac, Pagres, Saphada and Cancheb, and in- 
veſted the Fortreſs of Skakif Arnonn,  - 

. The Chriſtians, having again aſſembled all their Forces 
in 585, beſieged Acres or Ptolemais, by Sea and Land, 
Saladin, on his ſide, reſolving to oppoſe them with all 
his Might, took Care to throw a fufficient Number of 
Men into the Place, and to furniſn them with Plenty of 
Ammunitions and Proviſions. He haraſſed the Beſiegers 
continually from without, while the Beſieged infeſted them 
with frequent Sallies. There were ſeveral Skirmiſhes be- 
tween the two Armies, in which ſometimes the Chriſtians, 
and at other Times the Mabometans had the Advantage. 
This Alternative of good and bad Succeſs brought on at 
laſt a general Battle, in which Saladin defeated the Be- 
ſiegers, and flew 7000 of their Troops, with Loſs only 
of 150, on his Side. This V . did not however raiſe 
the Siege, and only gave Saladin an Opportunity o 


throwing ſome Succours into the City. Saladin, having 
e afterward 
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afterward joined his Brother Aladil, obtained another Vis | 
ory over the Chriſtians, in which he flew 8000 of 
aa. i ne oor bro Iran oli at no 
To enter into a Diſcuſſion of the Parriculars of this! 
long and famous Siege, would oblige us to exceed the 
Bounds we here propoſe, . we ſhall therefore only hint at. 
ſome of the moſt remarkable Events. Such as the Arri- 
val of Prince Frederick the Emperours Son, with his 
Germans ; his fruitleſs Endeavours to haſten: the Scige, 
and his Death. The Arrival of Philip] King of France, i: 
and Richard, ſirnamed Coeur de Lion, King of England, | 
afrer which the City was more ſtreightned: than erer. 
The Retreat of the Marquifs of Momſerrut, who aban- 
doned the Chriſtian Army, and returned to Tyre; The 
Place at laſt reduced to Extremity, obliged to capitulare, 
and conditions of Surrender agreed to, notwithſtanding 
which the Chriſtians either flew all the Mahometans they 
found in the City, or made them Captives. This con- 
queſt, which happened in the Year 387, extreamly raiſed 8 » 
the Hopes of the Chriſtians; and it was ſollowed by the 
ſurrender of Ceſarea and Foppa, which they took the ſaume 
Year, notwithſtanding all the Endeavours of Saladin to 
ſave theſe two Places. The Battle of dof, in which 
the King of Eugland defeated Saladiu, was à new Sub- 
ject of Triumph for the Chriſtians, which laid Saladin 
under a neceſſity of diſmantling the Cities of Asatalun and 
Ramla himſelf, leſt he ſnould de obliged to abandon them 
to the Enemy; his chief Care being to fortify Feruſalem 
in ſuch manner, that it might be able to make a vigorous 
The ſame Year there was a Treaty ſet on Foot for a 
Peace, or rather Truce between the King of England 
and AMadil, the Sultan's Brother. In this Treaty it was 
propoſed that Aladil ſhould marry the Siſter of Richard, 
on Condition that his Brother ſhould give him the King- 
dum of Feriſalem, and that the Princeſs ſhould have the 
City of Acres tor her Portion. But this Treaty came to 
nothing, becauſe the Biſhops would not conſent to the 
Marriage, unleſs Aladil would turn Chriſtian, Hoſtili- 
ties being renewed on both Sides, Saladin retook Foppa, 
but the Citadel remained in the Hands of the Chriſtians. 
In 
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In * * Conferences being renewed, after 
ſcveral Propoſitions made; a'Truce was at laſt concluded 
on the following Conditions, viz. That Joppa, and the 
Territory: belonging to it, excepting Ramla and two 
other Places, uould remain in the. Hands of the Chriſti- 
ans, as wellcas Ceſarea, Arſo, Haiſa, and Acres, exclu- 
ſive of Nazareth: and-Seffori, pard of the Diſtrict; of the 
latter. That Jeruſalem — continue in the Poſſeſſion 
of Saladin and his Family, and that Aſcalon ſhould re- 
main as it then was, diſmantled. Theſe Artidles were 
agreed to by the two M onarchs, who. were contented 
ta confirm it, only-iby! joining Hands; whereas it was 
ſworn to in Form by al — Princes who were pre- 
ſent at the Treaty. It was concluded in 389, after which 
Saladin De e Jane and retired to Da-

The Death of, this Sultan wad, ſs much regreced, that 
there was 1 publick Mourning upon that Occaſion 
throughout all his Dominions. All the Princes of his 
Family were preſent at his Funeral, and his Siſter diſtri- 
buted great Sums of Money of her gyn, upon that Oc- 
caſion to the Poor. For (as we obſerv'd in our former 
Extra) he left in his Treaſury only 47 Pieces of Silver 
and one of Gold. There is yet extant an Elegy on 
this great Prince, written in the Arabian Tongue, by his 
Secretary Omad-Alcareb, of which Herbelot giyes us the 
following Tranſlation in his Oriental Library: Death has 
deprived us of the moſt brave and the moſt generous of Man- 
kind : Curteſie, Benevolence, and [boundleſs Generoſity ſeem 
to have left the Earth with him. Oppreſſions are already 
multiplied ſince the Deceaſe of this excellent Prince, Our 
Religion is deprived of its bri e.

Notice in our BEE, Numb. XII. 

This Book was printed at Paris, and is entitled, 
Odbſervations Mathematiques, Aſtronomiques, Geographi- 
77 et Phyſiques, tirees des anciens Liures Chinois, Cc. Or, 
athematical, Aſtronomical, Geographical and Phyſ. 
cal Obſervations, taken from ancient Chineſe Books, ©: 

In the Year of CHRIST 164, certain Foreigners, whom 
Father Gaubil believes to have been Subjects of the N. 
man Empire, arrived in China; and in that fame Year 
an Aſtronomer, call'd Thaug-Heng, made an Armillary, 
and a common Sphere, a Celeſtial Globe, a Tube to ob- 
ſcrve the Stars, and a Book to explain the Uſe of theſe 
Inſtruments. This Book is loſt, but in the Hiſtory of 
the Hans is a Deſcription of the Sphere, which was made 
of Braſs. Notwithſtanding theſe Aſſiſtances, Aſtronomy 
was brought to no great Perfection, even in the Days of 
the laſt Princes of the Dynaſty of the Hans. The Rea. 
fon which Father Gaubil aſſigns for it is, that in those 
Times their whole Aſtronomy confiſted in arbitrary 
Combinations, to.ind-.Epochs for Days and Years o 
the Cycle of 60, the Character of which they ſuppoſed 
bore a Relation to the Heavens, the Earth and to Men: Wi 
And (2) becauſe the greater Part of the Aſtronomers in Wn 
the Days of the Haus, did not believe, that the Compu- in 
tation of the Motion of the Stars was grounded WW | 
upon unalterable Principles. They imagined that the Wit 
good or bad Actions of Princes often influenced and

This firſt Volume of Mr. Rollin's Hiſtory has been 
publiſhed ever ſince the Year 1731; which indeed is far- 
ther back than we propoſe to go in our Accounts of 
Foreign Literature ; but, as this is a Work yet unfiniſhed 
(the 5th Volume being publiſhed not long ſince, the 61h pro- 
miſed in three or four Months, to which twa or three Hol. 
umes will be added) and we find ſeveral Things in the 
latter Volumes, which we think worthy to be recom- 
mended to our Readers Peruſal, we chuſe tather to break 
in upon the Rule we propoſed, and to begin with the 
firſt Volume, tho* two jk old . The Author of this 
Work, Mr. Rollin, whoſe Employ is the Inſtruction of 
Youth in the flouriſhing Univerſity of Paris, writes this 
Hiſtory for the Uſe of his Pupils, and others, who, tho' 
they do not propoſe to make profane Hiſtory their 
Whole or chief Study, are yet deſirous of attaing to a 
tolerable Knowledge of this uſeful Science; For this 
Reaſon he does not propoſe to fill his Work with a great 
deal of Erudition, but thinks it ſufficient to lay before 
ſuch Readers a coherent Hiſtory of Antiquity, extracted 
from ſuch. parts of ancient Authors, as furniſh him with 
Materials of the greateſt Weight, and which give him 
an Opportunity to make ſome uſeful Reflections. ; 

Our Author, after having premiſed a general Idea of 
the Origin and Progreſs of B divides this his 
firſt Volume into two Books, in the firſt of which he 
treats of the Egyptians, and in the ſecand of the Cariba- 
Hinaus. The Hiſtory of 7 Egyptians, which we pro- 

poſe

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poſe to take under our Conſideration at this Time, i 
divided into three Parts. The firſt gives a ſhort De. 
ſcription of Egypt; the ſecond an Account of the Laus, 
Cuſtoms and Religions of the Egyptians, and the third, 
the Hiſtory of their Kings. - 

Egypt, 55 our Auth in his firſt Part, was divided 
into the Thebaid, or. Upper Egypt, . Heptanomos (ſo called 
from its ſeven Diſtricts ) or the Middle Expt, and the 
Delta, or Lower Egypt. 

Thebes, from whence: the firſt' has taken its Name, 
was by the Ancients reckoned one of the fineſt Cities in 
the World: It is ſaid to have had an hundred Gates, 
and to have been ſo populous, that, in their Wars, they 
could ſend 200 Chariots and 10000 Combatants, out of 
each of theſe hundred Gates. The Magnificence of it 
is yet viſible in the Ruins which remain of 1 its Temples 
and Palaces: © 

Memphis was the Capital of the Middle Egypt, and 
was likewiſe adorned with a great Number of noble 
Edifices. It was ſcituate on the Weſtern” Banks of the 
Me, oppoſite to the Place where now Grand Cairo 
ſtands ; and was particularly remarkable for its Temple 
of Apis, its Caſtle, which was one of the greateſt Curio- 
ſities in Egypt, and the three great Pyramids near it, the 
largeſt of which was eſteemed one of the Seven Wonders 
of the World. 

The Labyrinth, and the Lake of Moeris, were two 
other Inſtances of the wonderful Works of the 7 of 
Egypt. The former, which is mentioned by Heroavtus, 
who was an Eye-witneſs of its Magnificence, conſiſted 
of twelve Palaces, which had Communication one with 
the other, and ſubterraneous Paſſages or Vaults, which were 
appropriated to the Burial of their Kings, and the Keep- 
ing of the ſacred Crocodiles, The latter was above thirty 
Miles in Circumterence, and three hundred Foot deep. 
This Lake was of great Scrvice, as well to ſupply the 
Deficiency, as to prevent the Damages, which would 
otherwiſe occur from the Redundancy of the Inunda- 
tions of the Nile. By the Communication this Lake 
had with the River, by means of a Canal four Leagues 
long and fitry Foot broad, it was made to receive the In- 


undation of it, by drawing up the Sluices, when too abun- 
r dant, 
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dant, and by means of Trenches and Drains to furniſh 
Water for fertilizing theit Lands, when the'pverflowing 
of the Nile did not afford'a ſufficient Quantity. * 1 

As the Deſcription of the Loweſt Egypt affords no 
oreat Matter worthy our Remarks, we ſhall only farther 
obſerve under this Head, that our Author concludes: his 
firſt Part with an Account af the Nile, its Inundations, 
Cataracts, c. ier 128 : 2 

As to the Manners and Cuſtoms of the Egyptians, 
which is the Subject of the ſecond Part of the firſt Book, 
our Author, in the firſt Chapter, ſays, that tho' their 
Kingdom was hereditary, it was far from being defpotick 
or arbitrary: And that their Kings were tied down to 
ſuch a Submiſſion to the publick Laws, that they were 
oblig'd to regulate the Quality and Quantity of their 
Food, according to their, Preſcriptions: They conſtant- 
ly attended the publick Devotions in their Temples, 
where, what they called-the ſacred Books were read to 
them. Theſe Books contained the Counſels and Actions 
of their illuſtrious Anceſtors, and they looked upon them 
as ſo many Admonitions to obſerve and propagate the 
Laws, under which as well theſe their Predeceſſors, as 
their Subjects, had been happy. Wilful Murder and 
Perjury were puniſhed capitally, without any Diſtinct ion 
of Perſons. The Pupiſhment of Calumny was the ſame 
as the Perſon accuſed would have ſuffered, if the Crime 
laid to his .Charge had been proved. They had one 
Cuſtom, which, tho ſingular, was very beneficial to the 
Publick,viz. That every Perion was obliged to enter his 
Name, Place of Abode, Occupation and Manner of 
Living, in a publick Regiſter kept for that Purpoſe; and 
to give a fallacious Account of theſe Circumſtances was 
capital, 

In the ſecond Chapter of this Part, our Author treats 
of the Religion of the Egyptians. The Prieſts, he ſays, 
held the firſt Rank, next to their Kings, enjoyed great 
Privileges, had large Revenues, were exempt from all 
Faxes, and kept the ſacred Books, in which their 
Maxims of Government, and the Myſteries of their 
Religion were treaſured up in Symbols and hieroglyphi- 
cal Figures. As for the Religion itſelf, our Author thinks 
ta Subject too extenſive, to enter into a particular Dif-

cuſſion of it: He confines himſelf therefore to tw 
Articles only, viz, the Diverſity of their Deities, an 
the Ceremonies of their Funerals, He obſerves that their 
\ Deities were exceeding numerous, there being ſcarce an 


Animal or a Moan but what had divine Honour 


aſcribed to it, in ſome part of Egypt. Tho' this mean 
Superſtition, and abſurd Worſhip, gave Occaſion to Ju. 
venal to be pleaſant in his fifteenth Satyr, our Author 
obſerves, that the Egyptians had ſeveral Things to fay 
in their Juſtification: As that they pretended the Gods 
appeared to them in the ſeveral Forms they adored, 
and that theſe Things were of great uſe to Mankind, 
Many ſuppoſed that theſe Creatures were not the ulti- 
mate Objects of the Worſhip of the Egyptians, but 
that they were only ſo many Symbols of the Gods: 
And here our Author juſtly obſerves, that it was but 
a ſlender Compliment to the divine Attributes, to re- 
preſent them by the vileſt and moſt deſpicable of Crei- 

tures, 
. to their Method of treating their Dead, and 
their Funeral-Rites, our Author obſerves, among other 
Particulars, that at the Deceaſe of any Perſon, all his 
Relations and Friends Mourned, and abſtained from the 
ule of the Bath, from Wine and delicious Foods for 
a ſhorter or longer Time, according to his Quality. 
That they had three ſeveral Ways of Embalming their 
Bodies, which, in thoſe of the higheft Rank, was very 
magnificent and expenſive. But what is moſt Singular 
in his Remarks on this Head is, that the Character 
of the Deceaſcd was arraigned and tryed ; and if, after 
a fair Hearing, it was found to be vicious, his Memory 
was condemn'd, and he was deprived of Burial ; but 
it it appeared that he had led a Life void of Blame, 
he was honourably interr'd. And from this Inqui- 
| ſition, even their Kings themſelves were not exempt. 
In the third Chapter, our Author treats of the Sol-

This firſt Volume of Mr. Rollin's Hiſtory is divided 
into two Books, Of the firſt, which treats of the Egyp- 
tians, we gave an Extract in our laſt BEE. We come 
now to the ſecond Book of this Volume, which treats of 
the Carthaginians. Our Author divides this Book into 
two Parts. The firſt gives us a general Account of the 
Manners, Cuſtoms, Fc. of that People, and in the ſe- 
cond, we have a ſhort, but circumſtantial Narrative of 
their Wars, by which they became ſo famed in Hiſtory. 


Duties of which (/ays he) they were ſo punctual in per- 
forming, that their Generals both began and ended all 
their Undertakings with calling upon the Gods. We 
find in Polybius, a Treaty between the Caribaginians and 
Philip King of Macedon, which the former conclude, as 
they expreſs it, in the Preſence of Jupiter, Juno, Apollo, 
&, 'Two Deities were however more peculiarly wor- 
ſhip'd by them, viz.” Urania, the celeftiat Goddeſs, or 
the Moon, and Saturn, to whom they had the barbarous 
Cuſtom of offering human Sacrifices, as we find in He- 
rodotus Diodorus and others. ne 220183; tl: 

Our Author proceeds next to the Government of Car- 
thage, fo highly eſteem'd by the Ancients, and of which 
Ariſtotle obſerves, that to his Time, or during the Space 
of above five hundred Years, it was never diſturbed by 
any conſiderable inteſtine Broils, nor had in that Time, 
its Liberty been infring'd by any Attempts from a- 
broad. This Government confilted: of three Powers, or 
States, which mutually ballanced and ſupported one the 
other. Theſe were the $uffetes, the Senate, and the 
Commons. The former, who were only two, were elect- 
ed Tarly. They were Preſidents of the Senate, had the 
Power of convening it, propoſed Matters for their Con- 
liderations, and collected the Votes. The Senators were

This 
enabled them to carry the Commerce to all the Nations 
then known to them, and in Exchange for their Super- 
fluities, which they purchas'd at a low Rate, to barter 
their own Commodities, at what Prices they thought fi, 
This made the Carthaginians Maſters of the Sea, and 
their City the, Mart of the trading World. By this they 
were opulent in Times of Peace, and during their Wars 
with : Romans had a continual Supply of Gold and 
Silver from the Mines they had diſcovered in Spain. 
They kept but a ſmall Body of National Troops in 
Pay, which were chicfly deſign'd-asa Seminary for breed. 
ing up Officers; their other Forces were either Foreigners 
in their Pay, Tributaries, or Allies, of which they had 
4 numerous Army, without leſſening the Number of 
their Inhabitants, or weakening their Naval Force. 

That Arts and Sciences were not entirely neglected by 
the Carthaginians, we may gather from the Education of 
Maſſaniſſa in that City, the Qualifications acquired by 
Hannibal, the Works of Mago, mention'd by Pliny, and 
a Piece written by Hanno; however, the Cultivation ol 
them was not the moſt ſhining Part of their Character. 
Some other Obſervations made by our Author on che 
general Character of the Carthaginians, are, according to 
Cicero, that they were cunning and deceitful; Fides Pun- 
ca, or Carthaginian Honeſty, being an ironical Proverd 
with the Romans; and, according to Plutarch, that they 
were proud and imperious, and often led by their Paſſions 
into the greateſt Extravagancies. | 1 11

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The ſecond Part of this Book our Author divides into 
wo Chapters; the firſt of which carries this N to 
the ful Punic War, which includes the Space of ſix hun- 
gred and ſeventeen Years, and the latter, which is only 
of one hundred and five and twenty Years, to the De- 
ſtruct ion of Carthage. 0 

Our Author ſuppoſes this City, which was a Colony 
of Tyre, to have been built, A. M. 3121. one hundred 
and five and thirty Years before the Building of Rome, 
and eight hundred eighty three Years before CHRIST. 
Dido, or Eliſſa, a Princeſs of Tyre, the Sifter of Pyp- 
malion is Slg thought to have lieen the Founder of 
this City, when flecing from her Brother's Cruelty, who 
had Nain her Husband Acerbas, or Sicheus, ſhe landed 
about one hundred and twenty Furlongs, from the Place 
where Tunis now ſtands, bought a Spot of Ground, and 
with the help of the Africans, built a City call'd Carthage, 
or the New City. | | 

The Carthaginians ſoon encreaſed their Dominions, 
by their Wars with the Moors and Numidians, and got 
Poſſeſſion of a good Part of Africa. They afterwards 
conquer'd Sardinia, Majorca, Minorca, the beſt Part of 
Spain, and were in Poſſeſſion at leaſt of one Part of Sicily, 
A*. 3496, when they they made an Alliance with the 
Romans, in the ſame Year that the Kings were expell'd 
Irom Rome. We” 

The. firſt Expedition of the Romans out of 1aly, 
which gave Occaſion to the firſt Punick War, was againſt 
the Carthaginians in Sicily: But tho* they gained 
conſiderable Advantages by Land, they. plainly ſaw, that 
as long as this People were Maſters at Sea, > a would 
keep the Ports, and they ſhould never drive chem out of 
the INand. They therefore found that the firit Thing they 
had to do, was to diſpute the Dominion of the Sea with 
the Carthaginians. Teo this End, they equip'd a Fleet, 
conſiſting of one hundred and twenty Gillies, with which 
they fatled, under the Command of the Conful Duilius, 
lor Cartbage. The Romans, being ſucceſsful in this and 
bme other Expeditions, landed in Africa; in the mean 
Time the Caribaginiaus, having loſt Tunis, and above 
200 other Towns, and being very much haraſſed by the 
laroads of the Numidians, were apprehenſive they _—_ 
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be quickly beſieged in their Capital: However, they 
raiſed their Heads again at the Arrival of Xantipry;, ; 
Lacedemonian, with a Reinforcement from Greece, and hy 
the Courage fo face the Enemy. In this Battle the N. 
mans were defeated, and their General, Regulus, led Cap. 
tive to Carthage, where he was publickly executed. 

The next' Campaign began with more Succeſs to the 
| Romans, who had the good Fortune to beat the Carthe. 
$inians at Sea, within Sight of Sicily: And the Year en. 
fuing they gained a Victory over Adrubal, from whom 
they took about one hundred and forty Elephants. This 
encouraged the Romans to attempt the Siege of Libybeun, 
the ſtrongeſt Place the Carthaginians had in Sicily, com- 
manded by Fmilcon, who was reinforced by. Haini)a, 
with ten Thouſand Men from Carthage. After a tedious 
Reſiſtance, and various Succeſs, at different Times, on 
both Sides, the Romans at laſt obliged Hannibal to quit 
his Works, and retire, by Sea, to Drepanum; notwith- 
ftanding which, the Carthaginians having found an Op- 
portunity to deſtroy their Engines by Fire, they war 
obliged to turn the Siege into a Blockade. 

P. Claudius Pulcher, the Roman Conſul, was met 
and beat by the Carthaginians, at Sea. After this nothing 
remarkable happened for five Years. The Romans hav- 
mg equipped a new Fleet, after feveral Advantages, 
became Maſters of the Sea in their Turn, and prevented 
the Carthaginians from ſending any Succours from fri: 
to Sicily, which obliged Barca, their Commander in that 
Iſland, to fue for Peace, under the hard Condition, 
among others, of entirely leaving Sicily, and ſome other 
Iflands of which the Carthaginians were poſſeſſed, This 

t an End to the firſt Punick War, after it had laſted 
our and twenty Years. 
The Carthaginians were no ſooner freed from this 
War, by fo diſadvantageous a Peace, than they were 
engaged in another, which laſted three Years and four 
Months, in their own Territories, and againſt their 0W 
auxillary, or hired Troops, who rebelled.” Theſe Re 
bels ſoon made themſelves Maſters of all the Cities h 
Africa, excepting Utica and Hippacra, which ſubmitting 
likewiſe, they laid Siege ro Carthage, but were ſoon ob. 
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liged to raiſe it, and, at laſt, were reduced to their 
Duty. 6 Yr” 

During theſe Tranſactions in Africa, the Carthagints 
ang loſt another conſiderable Part of their Dominions, 
the INand of Sardinia. A Quarrel between the Cartha- 
ginan Mercenaries and the Inhabitants, was the Cauſe of 
t, the former, after having made themſelves Maſters of 
the whole Iſland, being obliged by the latter to retire 
into Italy. The Romans, being perſuacled to it by theſe 
Mercenaries, make an Attempt upon the Ifland, and 
pretending that the Carthaginians had taken up Arms 
againſt the Sardinians, declared War. againſt them anew. 
This War, was however, prevented by a Treaty, in which 
Sardinia was delivered up to the Romans in Form. 

Hannibal, the Son of Amilcar, accompany'd his Fa- 
ther into Span, at the Age of nine Years, and from 
that Time took a Reſolution of being an Enemy to 
Rome, whenever it was in his Power. Amilcar was ſlain 
in Battle, and ſucceeded by his Son in Law, Aſdrubal. 
Hannibal made three Campaigns under him, and, upon 
his Death, was declared General in Spain, in which 
Command he was very ſucceſsful. He laid Siege to Sa- 
guntum, and took it, notwithſtanding all the Remon- 
ſtrances of the Romans. This gave Occaſion to the ſe- 
cond Punic War, which began A. M. 3786. two hun- 
dred and one Years before CHRIST. Hannibal, havi 
provided for the Security of Spain and Africa, pals'd the 
Pyrenees and the Alps, met with the Roman Contal, Scipio, 
near the Te/in in Lombardy. Hannibal, at this Place, 
obtain'd a compleat Victory over the Roman Army, and 
afterwards join'd the Gauls, who ſupply'd his Army with 
Ammunition and Recruits. | | 

Sempronius join'd his Colleague, Scipio, near Placentia, 
and reſolv'd to hazard a ſecond Battle. Hannibal, by a 
Stratagem, drew the Romans into an Ambuſh, and gain'd 
another compleat Victory. After this, he march'd di- 
rectly towards Rome, and was follow'd by the Roman 
ow; under the Command of C. Flaminius, the new 
Conſul, whom he engaged near the Lake of Thraſymene, 


now call'd Lago di Perugia, and this General being 
killed in Battle, the Romans were again defeated. _ -

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Hannibal continuing to ravage Umbria, Ptrenum, and 
the Territories of Adria, Q, Fabius, who was chosen 
Dictator, and Minucius, General of the Roman Cavalry, 
march'd againſt him, and oblig'd Hannibal to decamp. 
Fabius, being oblig*d to return to Rome, beg'd of Mii. 
cius not to attempt any Thing till his Return: But this 
Advice being neglected, the Romans fell into an Ambul. 
cade, and had been totally routed, if Fabius had not come 
up feafonably to their Relief. 

The next Year, the Romans were commanded by C. 
Terentius Varro, and L. Aimilius Paulus; but with the 
fame bad Succefs: For, tho* they exceeded the Carthe- 
Finians in Number, they were defeated. After this, Haz. 
mbal's Army, being fluſh'd with Succeſs, grew negligent 
of their Duty, and gave themſelves up tg Senſuality and 
effeminate Pleafiires which, according to Livy, put a 
Stop to their farther Progreſs in /taly ; tho* our Author 
ſeems rather to believe it was owing to their Want of a 
feaſonable Supply of Recruits, Money, and Neceſſaric 
from Carthage. | 

Adrubal, Brother of Hannibal, paſſing the Alps, in the 
eleventh Year of this War, was met by the Romans, his 
Army defeated, and himſelf kill'd in Battle, while S:ij 
the younger, afterwards ſurnam'd Africanus, became 
Maſter of all Spain, and carried his Army into Africa 
with Succeſs. This oblig'd the Carthaginians to recall 
Hannibal. After a fruitleſs Conference between him and 
Scipio, it was agreed on both Sides, to end their Diſputes 
by a decifive Battle, and, the Romans getting the Day, 
the Carthaginians were forc'd to accept of the Conditions 
they impos'd upon them. Thus ended the ſecond Pini 
War after having laſted ſeventeen Years. 

Our Author here gives Hannibal's Character and Pane.

tween the Cartbaginians and Maſſaniſſa, K. of Numidia, 
oes on to the third Punic War, which according to him, 
gan A. M. 3853, and one hundred and fifty one Yea!s 
before CRIST.

Indeed, the 
Whig-Writers have formerly thought fit to make honoura-

More Remarkable Clauſes in the late Bill, for laying an 
Exciſe upon Tobacco, 


RN Fog in his laſt Journal gives us ſome other Parts of 

the late Famons Bill, for laying an Exciſe upon To- 
bacco. He tells his Readers, that, ſince he has not Room to 
inſert the whole Bill in his Paper, he ſhall omit the Clauſe 
which ſecured Three Farthings in the Pound to the Kino, 
during his Life, and upon which no Drawback was to be al- 
lowed, even upon Exportation. Mr. Fog begs Leave, however, 
to recommend this Clauſe in a Particular Manner to Mr. 
Osborne's Conſideration, becauſe that Gentleman was pleaſed 
fo often to affirm, that the King was to be no Gainer by the 
Scheme. 

Mr. Fog declares, he ſhall alſo omit that Clauſe, which 
laid a Penalty upon all Dealers, who ſhould not enter at the 
Exciſe-Office, every Warehouſe, Room, Shop, Vault, Cellar, or 
3 Place made Uſe of for keeping, or manufacturing To- 

acco.

AS you was pleaſed to expreſs ſome Satisfactation, upon 
reading the ſeveral Pieces I had the Houour to ſend 
you, concerning the Government of China, which were ſo 
many Extracts out of the Publick Gazette of this Empire 
I believe a brief Account of the Inſtitution and Contents 
of theſe Gazette: may not be unaccertable ro you. To 
give you a general Idea of them, I need only ſay, that they 
are juſt the Reverſe of our European News.Papers, which 
are a Medley of Truth and Falſhood, blended together 
without any Diſtinction, and often containing more of the 
Latter than the Former; whereas, theſe are 2 ſtrictly tied 
done to Truth and Fact, that to deviate from them is 2 
capital Crime. We had a late Inſtance of two Writers, one, 
an Officer in one of the Sovereign s Tribunals, and the other, 
a Clerk in the Poſt-Office, who were ſentenced to die tor 
having inferred ſome Circumſtances in the Gazette, which, 
upon Examination, appeared to be Falſe. Theſe Gazette, 
which are publiſhed Daily, and are properly a Sort of 
Pamphlets, conſiſting of ſixty or ſeventy Pages, are never 
printed till they are preſented to the Emperor, and they 
often contain Pieces of his own Compoſition. . By this Time, 
I believe, 1 have ſtirred up your Curioſity to know the ge. 
neral Contents of theſe important Pamphlets ; I ſhall give 
you immediate Satisfaction. They are, in ſhort, a Collec- 
tion of almoſt all the Publick Affairs, which are tranſacted 
in this vaſt Empire. They contain all the Meme 
rials and Petitions preſented. to the Emperor, with his Re- 


Jolutions upon, and Anſwers to them; rhe Emperor's Inftruc- 


tions to the Mandarins throughout the whole Empire; whe- 
ther proceeding from Motives of his own, or in Anſwer to 
Remonſtrances made to him; and an Account of all bi

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Favours diſpenſed as well to them as the People; the Con” 

ſultations and Opinions of the. ſeveral Sovereign Tribunals, 
2s they are laid before the Emperor for his Confirmation; 
and an Infinity of other Matters of the like Nature. Bur, 
to give you 2 clearer Idea of theſe Things, I have ſent you 
ſeveral Extracts out of theſe Gazetres. | 

N. B. Theſe Extras being moſt. of them very Curious, we 
ſhall, from Time to Time, communicate them to our Readers, 
and begin now with an Account taken from one of theſe Ga- 
zeites, of the Publick Spirit, with which a Chineſe Mandarin 
aceuſed one of the Emperor's chief Favourites, 4 Prince of the 
Blood, and his Prime Miniſter, of ſeveral Malverſations; and 
Oppreſſions of the Subject. —_— 

In the third Lear of the Reign of the preſent Emperor; 
a great Lord, 'who was Generaliſſimo of the Army, and 
had done rhe Empire conſiderable Services inthe laſt War, 
which the Chineſe had with the Prince of Tartary, being puffed 
up with Pride, and forgetring his Duty to his Sovereign, 
bad abuſed the Authority confided in him- by the Empe- 
ror, formed Cabals ro excite a Rebellion, and committed 
the moſt atrocious Crimes, in order to enrich himſelf.

7. Fog obſerves in the Beginning of his laſt Journal, 
that it is an old Trick for arbitrary Miniſters, when-ever 
they intended ſome extraordinary Oppreſſions, to foment Partie 
and Diviſions among the People. - 

It was the ancient Policy (ſays Mr. Fog) of the State 
of Venice to cultivate Unity and Concord amongſt her 
Subjects : but this Policy was changed upon a moſt unjuſt 
Innovation that was made in the Government in the Year 
1297, for *till that Time, the great Council, which con- 
ſiſts of 470 Perſons, was annually choſen by the People, 
generally out of their own Body; but Pietro Gredenig:, 
being then Doge, a Man cunning and ambitious, he ca- 
balled with the Members of this Council, and b:o4ght 
them into a Deſign of throwing off all Dependancy upon 
the People, and ſetting themſelves up for ever, --- in Con- 
ſequence of which Delign, a Law was then enacted, that 
all, who were at that Time Members of the great Coun- 
cil, or had been fo a Year or two before, ſhould, they and 
their Poſterity, be for ever Members of the ſaid Council, 
without coming to a new Election, and that all others, 
of what Rank and Quality ſoever, ſhould be excluded. 
Thus was the Sovereign Power intirely taken out of the 
Hands of the People, and Venice from a free State turned 
into a moſt tyrannical Ariſtocracy, 

This great Change was brought about in the Year 
1297 ; and luckily for the Doge and the Council, an Occa- 
ſion fell out, which gave them an Opportunity of ſpi- 
riting up Diviſions in the City, I fay, luckily, for, had 
it not happened, in all Probability, their Uſurpation would 
have coſt them dear. It ſo fell out, that a Diſpute aroſe 
betwixt the Inhabitants of one Quarter of the City, and 
thoſe of another, concerning a Piece of Ground that lay 
between both, which Diſpute came to a great Heighth ; 
the Doge, and the Council, uſed all poſſible Arts to fo- 
ment and increaſe it, looking upon it, that they were 'Safe 
as along as the Paſſions of the Multitude 'were thus en- 
gaged againſt each other. 

A French Author, who has treated of the Affairs of Ve- 
nice, Writes thus ; | The 
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© The Senate of Venice, in the Year 1297, having, by 
« a Kind of Uſurpation, to which, indeed, they gave the 
Form of a Law, intirely changed the Government from 
a Democracy into an Ariſtocracy, and, thereby, totally 
excluded the People from their Share, have ever ſince 
been under no ſmall Apprehenſions, that an Union and 
Concord amongſt the Citizens may prove dangerous to 
the State, and therefore no Cunning, or Art is ſpared 
© to keep up two Factions in the City, one of which 


© goes by the Name of the Caſtellans, the other of the 


© Nicolets, being ſo called from the different _ of the 
© Town they inhabit; it was this unhappy Diviſion, that 
enabled the Council to effect that Change in 1 297, nay, 
had the People been unanimous, they might have wreſted 
this Power out of their Hands, after it had been ſo 
« uſurped,-----it is therefore, that the Council hold it ef- 


« ſential ſtill to cheriſh theſe Diviſions, leſt the People 


having Time to reflect on what they have loſt, ſhould at- 
© tempt to recover their Liberties, and the Council has ſuc- 
© ceeded fo well in it, that there {till ſubſiſts ſuch an Emu- 
© lation betwixt the two Parties, that all their Study is, 
to vex and ſpite one another; ſo, that if their Children 
© happen to meet in the Streets, and know one another, 
they ſeldom fail to fight it out, and No-body ever offers 
© to part them *till the one draws Blood of the other, 
© that he who is vanquiſhed may be thereby animated to 
take his Revenge ſome other Time of his Adverſary. 

The Senate, to this Day, not only connives at, but ſe- 
cretly foments theſe Diviſions, and the People are allowed 
to try their Strength in pitched Battles, the Pretence is to 
entertain ſome Foreign Ambaſſador, who reſides there; 
but the true Reaſon is founded in Policy, to hinder the 
Hatred and Animoſity betwixt the two Factions from dying 
away, 

Father Paul giving his Opinion to the Seigniory of Ve— 
nice, in what Manner to govern the Provinces under their 
Dominion, ſays, that as to thoſe Provinces, that have been 
gained to the Republick by Conqueſt, and lie contiguous to 
the Territories of other States, the right Way would have 
been to have ſuffered them to have enjoyed greater Immu- 
nities, and to have laid upon them leſs Taxes than what 
the Neighbouring Provinces of other Princes labour under, 
for then they would have been bound to the Republick by 
Affection; but ſince, as I am forry (fays he) this Courſe 


has 
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has not been taken, and of Conſequence as the People can- 
not be, and we know are not well- affected to the Repub- 
lick, I ſee but two Ways of ſecuring the Obedience of thoſe 
Provinces, the firſt is attended with great Expence, I mean 
the maintaining an Army to keep them in Awe, which, 
beſides the great Charge to the Republick, is followed by 
this farther bad Conſequence, that the People being bur- 
thened with the quartering of Soldiers, will not be able to 
pay their Taxes ſo well; therefore, the beſt Way is to fo- 
ment Parties and Diviſions amongſt them, that being con- 
tinually at Variance with one another, they may not be at 
Leiſure to form Schemes for recovering their antient Li- 
berties, and as this Method has had its Effect at Verona, 
Padoa, and Trivigio, it will be neceſſary the Republick ſhould 
continue it, 

Thus it is plain, that when-ever the governing People in 
a State are obſerved to cheriſh Factions, and foment Di- 
viſions amongſt the People, it is for ſome very bad Pur- 

ſes. | 
* t may happen, in a limited Government, that, when- ever 
an over-grown, haughty Miniſter incurs the Publick Hatred, 
and lies under continual Terrors of Vengeance falling upon 
him, he will be under a Neceſſity of endeavouring to ſe- 
cure himſelf this Way, It is no Wonder, I fay, 
that a Man in ſuch deſperate Circumſtances, ſhould move 
Heaven and Earth to ſave a wretched Life, and an ill- got 
Fortune; but why ſuch Methods ſhould be taken in this 
Country, and at this particular Point of Time ſure cannot 
be eaſily accounted for, yet we ſee that Books and Pamph- 
lets are ſent into the Country, to the Poſt-Maſters, the 
Officers of the Cuſtoms, and of the Exciſe, to be, by them, 
diſperſed, gratis, amongſt the People, the whole Aim and 
Tendency of which is to ſtir up a Hatred and Animoſity be- 
twixt the landed and trading Intereſts of this Kingdom. 

It happens fortunately for the Nation, that this Deſign 
ſhould come from one whoſe bad Intentions to the Publick 
are already ſo well known, that there can be no great 
Danger of his ſucceeding in any Impoſition he may at- 
tempt ; and indeed both he and his Mercenaries begin to be 
conſcious of it themſelves; for the Writer of this Letter 
to the Freeholders is forced, in order to gain a little Cre- 
dit, to diſclaim all Acquaintance with him ; however, his 
aſſerting ſo many Falſhoods already exploded, ſhews whoſe 
_ 'Froop be rides in, and we know as well, by this wo 
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that he belongs to Sir -----, as if he wore his Livery ; but 
jet it be conſidered what a Man is come to, when his 
own Mercenaries begin to be aſhamed of him. 

This Pamphlet certainly contains a Medicine for the 
Poiſon it carries, and tho' it ſhould be read (as probably it 
never will be) it will be fo far from ſetting the People to- 
gether by the Ears, according to its malicious Intent, that it 
muſt have a contrary Effect; for ſince the People only by 
their Unanimity have been able to defeat a Scheme the 
moſt dangerous to their Liberties that Perhaps was ever 
formed, it ſhews the Neceſſity for the Continuance of that 
Unanimity, the more becauſe this Scheme is ſtill afferted 
and juſtified, which is as good as to tell us that the Pro- 
jector wants not the Heart to bridle us with it, and that 
when ever it is in his Power, we ſhall ſee it again, per- 
haps, accompanied with ſome other Douceures in his Way-— 
I fay this is what we muſt expect, unlefs People can per- 
ſuade themſelves that his being lately burnt in every City 


of the Kingdom has given him Finder Thoughts for the 


Publick than ever he entertained before. 

He now declares himſelf an Enemy to Trade, it is 
hoped it may thrive the better; for we have ſeen a moſt 
melancholy Decline in it as long as he pretended to be its 
Friend, ſo that what Shakeſpear ſaid of Mackbeth may be 
truly applied to him,. fatal be to 10hom he is moſt kind, 
and now forſooth the Merchants are all Cheats. It muſt 
make the whole World laugh to ſee the Word Cheat thrown 
out of his Side ---- No, no, we are all convinced, that had 
they been Cheats, he and they would have come to a 
much better Underſtanding ---- I will challenge all his Mer- 
cinaries to produce one Inſtance of his ever having quarrelled 
with a Cheat ; he who paſſed his whole Life in the greateſt 
Intimacy with Gentlemen of that Character, nay, when 
Juſtice has been ready to Jay her Iron Hands upon them, 
has ſtood the Friend and Champion of them ALL, with- 
out excepting even Ch---rs, S$---tt--n and B--d; — but has 
he the Folly to think that his declaring himſelf an Enemy 
to Trade will recommend him to the Favour of the Free- 
holders of Great-Britain ® They ſuffer already by the De- 
line of it; they feel it ſenſibly in the Fall of their Rents, 
in the breaking of their poor Tenants, and by a great 
Number of Farms lying unoccupied, and I hope he will 
make his Court to them, by declaring that he is the Cauſe 
ef all this It would be of a Piece with ſome other * 
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of his Conduct —- but that he bears no good Will to the 
Freeholders we know for this Reaſon, that they bear no 
good Will to him, for never was an Oppoſition carried on 
with more Unanimity and Spirit than what they lately 
made againſt him when they generouſly flew to the Suc- 
cour of the Trading Intereſt in the Day of its Danger and 
Diftreſs, for whoever will examine the Liſt of thoſe who 
voted for the Exciſe, and of thoſe who voted againſt it, 
will find that the glorious two hundred and five poſſeſs at 
Jeaſt four times as much of the Lands of England as thoſe 
who voted for the Bill; but far be it from me to make 
any Reflections on theſe laſt Gentlemen upon Account of 
their Circumſtances -— If the Fathers of many of them left 
them no Eſtates, it would be unjuſt to reproach them with 
it, eſpecially when they themſelves have ſhewn a moſt 
zealous Diligence in making up that Misfortune; for I am 
told that in the whole Kingdom you cannot pick out a 
like Number of Gentlemen who have ſhewn more vio- 
Tent Inclinations to get Eſtates; and if Regiments, Salaries 
and P---s may be allowed to paſs for Freehold, they muſt 
in ſpite of Envy make a conſiderable Figure in the Free- 
holders Lift. 

But to return to our Subject ---- It happens that a cer- 
tain Gentleman has blundered himſelf into ſo dangerous a 
Situation, that down he tumbles ten thouſand Fathom, un- 
leſs the good People of England will be ſo kind to quarrel 
amongſt themſelves about ſome Trifle or other --- There 
is no raiſing a Diviſion about the little Ceremonies of Re- 
ligion; the Churchman now takes the Presbyterian and rhe 
Quaker into his Boſom, becauſe he has ſeen them both 
range themſelves by his Side in the Caufe of Liberty -—- 
There was a Time indeed, when Men would cut one ano- 
thers Throats becauſe one ſaid his Prayers out of a Com- 
mon-Prayer Book, and the other pray'd to the fame God 
without one; but we ſmarted ſeverely for that Madneſs, 
and I hope we ſhall never ſee it again; I am poſitive, that 
any Attempt to raiſe Diviſions this Way will be fruitleſs --- 
As to thoſe once bewitching Words of Whig and Tory 
they have been tried over and over within theſe four or five 
Years, and it is found there is not Magick enough in them 
to raiſe the [evil at preſent; there are not two more in- 
nocent Words in the Engliſh Language, I thank God the 
very Sound of them is almoſt forgot ; then what remains 


to be done for an unfartunate poor Devil, whoſe Safety

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gepends upon our Confuſion, or to ſpeak plainet, who muſt 
de undone, unleſs we all run mad; I ſee no Expedient but 
to make a Quarrel betwixt the Freeholders and Traders of 
Great-Britain, and perhaps nothing elſe can keep the moſt 
blundering Head in Europe upon its own Shoulders; it is 
for this Purpoſe that ſo many Pamphlets and Papers are 
given away in the Country by Exciſemen and Poſtmaſters; 
it is for this that Mr. . J. or Sir W. J. writes lying Let- 
ters into Devonſhire, and the ingenious F----n D---nd into 
Scotland --- J---n D----nd worthy of being made the Hers 
of the Second Part of the State-Dunces, 

All we can fay, if the good People of England think 
they have enjoyed their Liberties long enough, and that it 
is now Time to part with them, let them go together by 
the Ears as ſoon as they can — Let the Trader reſolve to 
lower the Rents of the Gentry by exporting nothing that 
s the Product of Land; and let the Freeholders ſtudy how 
to oppreſs and ruin Trade; for if both Sides are obſtinate- 
ly bent this Way, they will certainly ſucceed. Being thus 
engaged, they will not be at Leiſure to quarrel with a Mi- 
niſter about ſuch a Trifle as their common Liberties.

London, Fune 30. Yeſterday Se'nnight, a Trial came on 
in the Court of Common-Pleas, Weſtminſter, before the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Eyre, wherein a Tallowchandler in 
Piccadilly was Plaintiff, and a Doctor who keeps a Mad- 
houſe at Bednal Green was Defendant. 'The Action waz 
brought for an Aſſault and Battery, and falſe Impriſonment, 
by confining the Plaintiff ſeveral Days in his ſaid Houſe. 
It appeared on the Trial, that the Defendant, in Conſede- 
racy with the Plaintiff's Wife and other Perſons, brought a 
Coach to a Cellar in the Haymarket, where the Plaintiff 
then was, and having told him that his Brother who lived 
in Whitechapel, was dying, they earneſtly intreated that 
he would go along with the Defendant in their Coach to 
fee his Brother before he died, by which falſe Pretence the 
Defendant and ſome of his Confederates prevailed on the 
Plaintiff to go into the Coach with them, after which, they 
pulled up both the Doors of the Coach, and drove directly 
to the aboveſaid Madhouſe, where they locked up the Plain- 
tiff and confined him for ſeveral Days, without letting any 
of his Friends ſee him; in which time his Wife fript his 
Houſe, and carried off all the Goods that were —_—

of it, as it would ſecure to him the ultimate af his Aims, 
and free him from all Apprehenſions of any farther Oppo- 
ſition io this grand Affair. 

The Treaty of Alliance lately concluded between the 
Courts of Vienna, Petersburg, and Dreſden, regards Fey 
the Guaranty of the Pragmatick Sanction. 

Preparations are making to form an Imperial Camp on 
the Rhine, to obſerve the Motions of the French. 

The General and Field-Officers of the Saxon Troops, 
having held a grand Council of War at Dreſden, in Preſence 
of his Electoral Highneſs, it was therein reſolved to form 
three Camps, in the Month of July next, viz. one upon the 
Borders of Sileſia, one at Torgau, and the third near Dreſ- 
den. The Situation of the two firſt of theſe Camps will be 
ſuch, that the Troops they are to be compoſed of, may, 
upon Occaſion, ſpeedily join the Imperialiſts. The Camp 
at Torgau is to have a very large Train of Artillery.

HE Poles in General, ſeem determined not to ſuffer any 
: Foreigner to be their King.: They are reſolved to chooſe 
one of their own Countrymen, becauſe they think ſuch a one

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muſt underſtand the trae Intereſt of Poland, and have a more 
tender Affection for his Subjects, than is to be expected from 
any Foreigner. There is Reaſon to believe the Election will 
fall upon Staniſſaus, whoſe — fine Parts, and good 
Qualities, ſeem to have made a lively, Imprefſion upon the 
Hearts of his Countrymen. As Staniſlaus has great Obli- 
gations to France, ſome Advices are very poſitive, that ſhould 
the Poles elect him for their King, the Forces of the Em- 
peror, the Czarina, and the King of Pruſſia, would imme- 
diately enter Poland, to prevent his mounting the Throne: 
In this Caſe, it can hardly be doubted, but he will be ſup- 
ported by all the Power of France: The Court of Sweden is 
likewiſe ſaid to be in his Intereſt ; ſo that all Europe would 
probably be involved in a War, either to ſupport or oppoſe 
him. , In order to avoid theſe fatal Conſequences, it 1s faid, 
that the Primate and Senate of Poland are come to a very 
prudent Reſolution ; Namely, to defer their Election till the 
latter End of Oober, when it will not be "a proper Seaſon 
for any Armies to take the Field and begin a Campaign; ſo 
that the War which ſeems to threaten Europe, cannot at 
leaſt break out this Year.

It is now generally ſaid that the Emperor; the Czarina, 
the King of Pruſſia, and the Elector of Saxony, will unite 
with all their Forces and Influence to oppoſe the Election of 
King Staniſlaus, which ſeems to make a general War un- 
avoidable ; fince it is hardly to be ſuppoſed that France will 
tamely look on, eſpecially as ſo great a Party in Poland 
cſouſes the Intereſt of that Prince. Some think the Pri- 
mate and Senate of Poland deſign to put off the Election to 
the 25th of October, a Seaſon not very proper for Armies td 
be in the Field, or at leaſt to begin a Campaign. 

From Sweden we have an Account, that the Equipment of 
the Fleet at Carlſcroon is carrying on with all poſſible Expe- 
dition: And that Orders have been ſent to the Governor of 
Finland, to be upon his Guard on the Frontiers, and nar- 
rowly to obſerve the Motions of the Ruſſiant, by which it 
ſeems, as if the Swedes were jealous of the Preparations of

From Copenhagen we hear, that the Amibaſſador of France,

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Catholick Majeſty, that he quitted the Service of the States, 
and became firſt Miniſter in Spain. He brought about that 
Alliance between the Emperor and the King of Spain, which 
ſurpriſed all Europe, and gave ſo much Uneaſineſs to Englt*2, 
This made him almoſt as much eſteemed at the Court of 
Vienna, as at that of Madrid. At the latter, he received the 
higheſt Honours which his Catholick Majeſty can beſtow 
upon a Subject; he was made a Duke, and Grandee of Spar. 
Every Thing ſcemed to contribute to his Greatneſs, and' he 
began to draw the Eyes of all Europe upon him, when he 
fell into Diſgrace upon a Suſpicion (as was generally ſaid) of 
having betrayed the Spaniſh Councils. His Fall was as ſud- 
den, and as unexpected as his R:ſe : He ſeemed himſelf 80 
apprehend, that it would be attended with the moſt fatal 
Conſequences, and fled for Protection, to the Houſe of the 
preſent Lord Harrington, who was then the Britiſh Miniſter 
at the Court of Madrid. The King of Spain took his diſ- 
carded Favourite by Force out of this Aſylum, and confined 
him cloſe Priſoner in a Caſtle at a conſiderable Diſtance 
from Madrid. The Spaniards are extremely rigorous in 
arding their State Priſoners, who are uſually confined for 
Life The Duke, however, found Means to make his Eſcape, 
and tho' he was not a young Man, carried off his Keeper's 
Daughter with him. He came to England with this young 
Lady, and lived in a private Manner, in an Houſe near 
Hlaunſlitu- Heath, Moſt People thought, that being now in 
the Decline of Life, he intended to end his Days in Quiet 
and Repoſe. They were miſtaken: He left 'Eryland ſud- 
denly, and we ſoon after heard that he was with the Emperor 
of Morocco, now at War with the Spaniards; that he had 
abjured the Chriſtian Religion, was in high Credit with the 
Mort, ind had profeſſed himſelf an open Enemy to the 
Saniards, |

Extract of a Letter from CAN TON in CHINA. 


N our loſt BEE, we gave a Tranſlation of the former Par: 
of this Letter, containing ſome Objervations on the Natur: 
and Contents of the Chineſe Gazetts, with an Extract frm 
one of them, in which is to be ſeen a noble Spirit of Liberty in a 
Subject, and the Wiſdom of the Government of China in the in- 
partial Adminiſtration of Publick Fuſtice. As we have bem 
informed this curious little Piece met with the Approbatim it 
jth deſerved, we believe we cannot oblige our Readers mire 
by giving them anather Inſtance of the Confideration the 
Pmnperors of China have for the Welfare even of the meaneſt of 
their Subjects, in the Puniſhment of Crimes of a more private 
Nature. This is likewiſe an Extract from one of their Gazett:, 
and as every Paragraph has its Rubrict, this is entitled, 
+0 Pardon of a Gr iminal condemned to die. 
We the Mandarins of the Sovereign Tribunal in Cauſe; 
Criminal, moſt ſubmiſſively offer the following Caſe to your 
Majeſty's unerring Judgment. It is of a Mother, who de- 
mands the Life of the Munderer of her Daughter. In the 
City of Tchangchou, a Mar of the Family of Tcas-chin, has 
murthered his own Wife, The Wife's Mother has caus'd 
dim to be indifted, and, purſuant to the Evidences, and Judz- 
ment given upon them by the Viceroy of Nan4in, he is 
condemned according to Law, to be ſtrangled. The Cir- 
cumſtances of this Caf: are as follows: Trao-chin has al- 
ways, till the Time of this unfortunate Action, lived in per- 
fe Harmony with his Wife, Peace and Unity reigned 
throughout their whole ¶ Economy. The Mother of Tar 
chin having commanded her Daughter-in-Law to grind ſome 
Wheat; ſhe refuſed to do it, and gave her Mother-in-law 
a very harſh and difreſpefull Anſwer. Her Husband, be. 
ing informed of this, gave her a ſevere Reprimand, and 
told her ſhe was a Wornan void of Reſpect and good Man- 
ners, an Enemy to Labour, and Diſobedient. The Wo- 
man, inſtead of hearing this Reproof with Humglity, and 
promnng Amendment, as ſhe ought to have done, lifted up 
er Voice, and gave her Husband injurious Language. 
Tcao-chin, overcome with Paſſion, took up the Leg of 4 
Bench, and ſtruck her on the Side with ſo much Violence, 


that ſhe dicd the enſuir g Morning, The Criminal has * 
6 2 ' 8s Cnc 
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{2d her Crime, without any Variation of Circumſtances, 
According to this Report Tcao-chin is a Husband, who has 
beaten his Wife to Death, and by the Law of China, he 
ouzht to remain in Priſon, and be ſtrangled the Beginning 
of Autumn. The common Time for Puniſhment of all Male- 
factors in China, tohoſe Crimes are not attended with ſome very 
enormous Circumſtances. ) 

But at the fame Time it has been repreſented to the Court, 
that the Father and Mother of Tcas-chin, are very ancient, 
and have no other Children to comfort them. This is a 
certain Fact and, he has taken Evidence of it in due 
Form, Now, according to another Law, if a Son has de- 
ſerved Death, and his Father and Mother are :»firm, or ad- 
vanced in Years, and have no other Children, or Grand Chil- 
dren, to render them filial Duty and Services, the Vicero 
is to repreſent theſe Circumſtances to the Court, that they 
may be laid before your Majeſty, and your Royal Will 
known thereupon, | 


The Emperor's Reſolution, wrote with his own Hand on the 
Back of the Report. 


I pardon T cao-chin, Let him not be puniſhed by Death, 
but let him not, however, go wholly unpuniſbed. I grant him 
his Life, that he may cheriſh, and be a Comfort to his Parents, 
in their old Age. Let him behave himſelf in Conformity to my 
* and exattly perform the Duties of a good and dutiful 
mM. 

His Sentence of Death was commuted into that of wear- 
ng the Cangue (a fort of portative Pillory)two Months, and 
receiving forty Strokes with a long and broad Piece of Wood, 
on the naked Body, lying on his Belly. This is the com- 
mon Puniſhment in the like Caſes; and it is very rare for 
the Emperor to pardon any one for Murther, tho' the Per- 
lon be of never ſo great Quality, or Diſtinctian. We are far- 
ther to obſerve in this Caſe, that if the Perſon murthered, be 
in only Child, and has aged, or infirm Parents, the better to 
preſerve Equality, this Act of Grace never takes Place: Nor, 
eren in any Caſes of Murther, but where they are not at- 
ended with any enormous Circumſtances ; for in other Caſes 
he Law takes its Courſe. Thus the Emperor lately re- 
lued Pardon to a Woman who had murthered her Neigh- 
yur; tho' her Son, by an Ac of filkal Duty, which cannot 
too much admired, but which jiznot very uncommon in 


Ching, 
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China, offered to lay down his own Life, to ſave that of hi; 
Mother ; not only from a Motive of Love, for her who bore 
him, but for the Sake of 2 younger Brother, who, as he al. 
ledged, would ſtand in Need of her Aſſiſtance in his Educa- 
tion. The Emperor highly commended this pious Reſolu- 
tion of the Son ; but ſpoke of the Woman as of a Monſter, 
not worthy to live. He confirmed her Sentence, which 
was to be ſtrangled, and added, with a ſeeming Aftoniſh- 
ment: What! two Women fight! One Woman kill another 
We cannot think of it without Horror] This Crime muſt nt

The 
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T he Inſtances of a diſcontented Temper which T herphraſtus 
has here made uſe of, like thoſe which he ſingles out to 
HMuſtrate the Reſt of his Characters, are choſen with the 
greateſt Nicety, and full of Humour. His Strokes are al- 
ways fine and exquiſite, and tho* they are not ſometimes 
violent enough to affect the Imagination of a coarſe Reader, 
cannot but give the higheſt Pleafure to every Man of a re- 
fined Taſte, who has a thorough Inſight into Human Na- 
ture, 

As for the Tranſlation, I have never ſeen any of a proſe 
Author which has pleaſed me more. The Gentleman, who 
Has obliged the Publick with it, has followed the Rule which 
Herace has laid down for Tranſlators, by preſcrving every 
where the Life and Spirit of his Author, without ſervilely 
copying after him Word for Word. This is what the French, 
who have moſt diſtinguiſhed themſelves by Performances of 
this Nature, fo often inculcate, when they adviſe a Tranſlator 
to find out ſuch particular Elegancies in his own Tongue 
as bear ſome Analogy to thoſe he ſees in the Original, and 
to expreſs himſelf by ſuch Phraſes as his Author would have 
made uſe of, had he written in the Language into which he 
is tranſlated. By this Means, as well as by throwing in a 
fucky Word, or ſhort Circumſtance, the Meaning of The-- 
Phraſtus is all along explained, and the Humour very often 
carried to a greater Height, A Tranſlator, who does not 
thus conſider the different Genius of the two Languages in 
which he is concerned, with ſuch parallel Turns of Thought 
and Expreflion as ,correſpond with one another in both of 
them, may value himſelf upon being a faithful Interpreter; 
but in Works of Wit and Humour will never do Juſtice to 
his Author, or Credit to himſelf. | 

As this is every where a judicious and a reaſonable Li- 
berty, I ſee no Chapter in Theophraſtus where it has been ſo 
much indulged, and in which it was fo abſolutely neceſſary, 
as in the Character of the Slaven. I find the Tranſlator 
himſelf, though he has taken Pains to qualify it, is ſtill 
apprehenfive, that there may be ſomething too groſs in the 
Deſcription. Te Reader will ſee with how much Del:- 
cacy he has toucked upon every Particular, and caſt into 
— every Thing that was ſhocking in fo naufeous 2a

: ALL Hands (ſays Mr. Osborne) are employed, and all 


Pens ar work, to render the M----r odious and deteſta- 
ble to the People ; and yet they are conſtantly complaining 
of Pamphlets and Papers ſent all oyer the Kingdom in his 
Juſtification. - The Nation, they ſay, is againſt the M----r. 
and he muſt fall. If by the Nation they mean all Men who 
wiſh him out, and themſelyes in; if they mean all the 
unfair Traders, Smugglers, &c. who would have been at- 
fected by the late Scheme; or all thoſe among the common 
People, who, thro' want of Thought, have been deceived 
by falſe , Repreſentations of Men and Things; they are cer. 
tainly in the right: But theſe are not the Nation, Men of 


x e, 
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' Senſe, who are able to judge of Things, abſt ract from 'Sounds 
and yulgar Prejudices ; Gentlemen, who have no immediate 
Intereſts of rheir own to ſerye, and Thouſands among the 
Tradeſmen don't think the worſt of him for the Bill about 
altering the Manner of collecting the Duties: They know 
that it was ſo far from being a moſt iniguitous and execrable 
Project; That it was as juft and equitable a Deſign as ever 
entered the Heart of Man. 

The Bill relating to the new Method of Collecting the 
Duties on Tobacco and Wine, laid no new Duty on the 
Subject; the Duties are already laid by former Acts of Par- 
liament; fo that there being nothing new in this Bill, but only 
a more effectual Method of ſecuring the Payment of thoſe 
Duties which are already ſettled by Law, the Conſtitution 
muſt be the very ſame it was before: And as to the addi- 
tional Money which would have been brought into the Ex- 
chequer by this Bill, That might, with all imaginable Eaſe, 
haye been taken ſuch Care of, as not to be employed by the 


Crown at Pleaſure, What that Money would haye been, 


no Body can tell; ſome ſay, 4 or 500,000 Pound; others, 
not One Hundred Thouſand ; but ſuppoſe, 500,000 Pound; 
and that it would have ſerved to have taken off the Land 
Tax, which is now raiſed annually; could not this additional 
Money haye been annually appropriated by Parliament to ne- 
ceſſary Services? And when Money is fo appropriated by 
Parliament, the King can no more take it than he can take 
Money immediately out of his Subjects Pockets. Money, 
tho* raiſed in perpetuity, yet, if applied annually by Parliament 
to the Services of the Year, (without which Appropriation it is 
not the King's Money) can no more affect the Con/titution, 
than if the . was raiſed annually; as we ſee in the 


Duties which are laid in perpetuity, hut yet applied and ap- 


propriated. But *tis ſaid, that a King of England may ſeize 
this Money: It may be fo; and fo he may break thro? all 
the Laws of England: But if a King of England ſhould 
ſeize Money for his 9wn Uſe, which was given and appropri- 
ated for the Nation's Uſe, he would be a publick Robber ; and 
as truly a Violater of the Law, as tho' be raiſed Money 
without Act of Parliament. And if ever a King, in future 
Times, ſhould venture upon that Work; or, once come ta 
robbing Exchequers, as King Charles the Second did; we 
know our Remedy; for we haye, in ſuch Caſe, but one Re-

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But «to what hard Shifts and Neceſſities muſt Men be 
driven for Arguments againſt a M----r, when they can 
meanly ſubmit their Reaſon to ſuch trifling ones as theſe?

ing thoſe who diſpute their Will at Home. Kings, again, of 
ſoft and indolent Tempers, are liable to be corrupted by 
Favourites, and to ſupply their Neceſſities, or avaritious 
Cravings, have frequently been tempted to trample on the 
Laws, and to oppreſs a Nation, to maintain the Luxury of 
a Few, But while we have a brave, a generous, honeſt, and 
religious Prince on the Throne, who openly proſeſſes, that 
the Peace, Trade, and Welfare of his Subjects are his chiefeſt 
Care; and, that he is ſatisfied with the ample Fan

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which belong to him by unqueſtionable Right, without ſet- 
ting up Pretences to Others; while he acts in Conformity to 
ſuch Declarations, and takes no Steps but what manifeſtly 
flow from theſe Principles, what have we to fear? or, who 
can apprehend any Thing from ſuch a Monarch, who is not 
more diſtinguiſhed by his Crom, than by his Virtues; who 
is neither formidable to us by his Ambition, nor laviſh enough 
to excite in us the leaſt Fear of his asking unreaſonable Sup. 
plies ©

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


FRANCE, 


AE L the French Officers in Alſace have Orders to repair 

to their Poſts, and not to abſent themſelves on any 
Pretext whatever, under very ſevere Penalties. The Court 
of France has reſolved ſtrenuouſly to oppoſe the erecting of 
the Duchy of Lorrain into an Electorate, if the Emperor 
ſhould attempt it. The Troops of the three Camps on the 
Maes, the Rhine, and the Mdeſel, it is ſaid, will amount to 
80,000 Men. 

The Maſter of a Ship, arrived at Marſeilles from the 
Coaſt of Barbary, brings an Account, that the Mar- 
quis de Valdecannas, Marſhal de Camp of Spain, is not 
dead, as has been ſuppoſed, but a Priſoner of War at Algrers, 
where he is ſo cloſely confined, that no one is allowed to 
ſpeak with him, not even the French Conſul. 
It is reported, that all France is under a Surprize at 1

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age between Clermont and Riom. The Account given of it 
is as follows :

but he was obſerved to take no Notice of it. Being aked 
by one of Them, why He omitted that Reſpect, which in 
thoſe Countries is conſtantly _ to Crucifixes, He rp 
that He could not poſfibl Himſelf to worſhip a 
Croſs, which He made but ebay out of his own Crab- 
un. XXI. Tree, 


R. D'Anvers begins his laſt Craftſman with 
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Tree. This natural Reply of the Carpenter carries a very 
good Moral, and is a ſtrong Inſtance, that the ſudden Ele- 
vation of an unworthy Object, inſtead of acquiring Dignity 
or commanding Reſpect, will only be attended with * 
tempt and Ridicule. The Crab-Tree, one would have 
thought, had found the ſureſt Sanctuary againſt both, by aſ- 
ſuming the reſpectable Figure of a Crucifix, in a bigotted 
Country; but the Meanneſs of the Materials got the Bet- 
ter of the Vortmanſbip, and drew no more Veneration from 
T hoſe, who were acquainted with it, in its primitive State 
of Crabꝛusod. 

The Matter muſt, in ſome Meaſure, anſwer the Dignity 
intended to be given to it, or the Contraſte will be too 
ſtrong, and conſequently excite Indignation, or Ridicule. 
Let the moſt ingenious Artiſt in the World endeavour to 
repreſent Fove, with his Eagle, and his Thunder, in Straw, 
or Alexander the Great in Mud, the God, the Hero, and the 
Arti/t will all three become contemptible, and Devotion, 
or Applauſe, will give Way to Laughter. 

I look upon a firſt Miniſter as a political Carpenter, Car- 
ver, or Statuary, and to have a Sort of delegat:d Power of 
Creation. He hath his Choice of Materials, and his Tools 
furniſhed to work with; but by his Application of thoſe 
Materials, and adapting them properly or not, to the Fi- 
-gures. which. He deſigns to repreſent, People will form their 
Opinions both of his Judgment, and his Integrity, 

It is certain, that this Power of Creation hath been car- 
ried to great Exceſſes, in former Ages, both by political and 
real Sculptors, Caligula made a Conſul of his Horſe ; and, 
conſidering the monſtrous Abuſe of his Power, it was well 
He did not make an Horſe of his Conſul. Nebuchagnezzar 
the King made a golden Image, which he ordered all his Sub- 
jects to fall down and worſhip, upon Pain of being caſt 
Into a fiery Furnace ; though, indeed, ſome Commentators, 

(and particularly the learned Monſieur le Clerc) are of Opi- 
ion, that this golden Image was only typical, and denoted 
the King's firſt Miniſter, to whom He had given up all his 
If Power, and who, having amaſſed immenſe Riches, might 
|: properly be faid to be made of Gold. As to our modern 
00 '\Sculptors, one need go no farther than Hyde-Park Corner to 
i fee what-abſurd, and incongruous Figures They expoſe to 
' Publick View. "IE 
- 7T knew'a Statuary, in the Country, who happened to 
"have a large Quarry of his own, but of a very bn Fore 
TX. . 9 a * [#] 
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of Stone, diſagreeable to the Eye, very porous, and ex- 
tremely ſuſceptible of Dirt and Corruptian. However, the 
Quarry being his own, He reſolved to make Uſe of no 
other, tho* there were much better in the Neighbourhood, 
Being a very impudent Fellow, and of a flippant Tongue, 
He impoſed upon the Country for ſome Time, and made 
Them believe, that there was no good Stone but his, and 
no good Sculptor but himſelf, They all employed Him; 
'till, at laſt, They found out, to their Coſt, that his Ma- 
terials were bad, and his Workmanſhip worſe. What 
was intended to adorn ſerved only to deform, and what was 
meant to ſupport weakened the Superſtructure from its 
immediate Corruptibility. The People were obliged, for 
their own Security, to get rid of his Work as ſoon as They 
could, and to prop in all Haſte to prevent Ruin. 

This would be the Caſe of ſuch a political Sculptor, .who 
ſhould deal in Nepotiſm, and cut out of his own Quarry ; 
it being impoſſible for the ſame Materials to be fit for all Sorts 
of Figures. For Inſtance, ſhould a fr Miniſter have the 
Misfortune to be nearly related to a Perſon, who had nei- 
ther Head nor Heart to recommend Him ; who began the 
World with being laughed at as a Buffoon, and became 
ſtill more ridiculous by attempting to be grave; who was 
ſaucy and inſolent when Merry, and abſurd when Serious; 
who had long been a Joke for being dirty, and rendered 
Himſelf ten Times more ſo, by endeavouring to be clean ; 
equally Ignorant and Self-ſufficient ; equally greedy of Mo- 
ney and Power ; and equally incapable of uſing either ; whoſe 
Experience in Buſineſs ſerved only to give Him Pride without 
Dignity, and Preſumption without Knowledge. I ſay, if ſuch 
2 Creature as This ſhould by his Relation to a fir/f Miniſter, 
be erected into a Miniſter, either at Home or Abroad, the 
unanimous Voice of Mankind would be Joud in exclaiming 
againſt the Workman, and deſpiſing the Work. . 

Horace (I mean Quintus Flaceus) gives us, in one of his 
Satires, a very humourous Account of a Priapus, that, by 
the Whim of the Workman, was cut into a God from an 
uſeleſs, dirty Log of Wood. He makes this Priapus give 
the Hiſtory of his own Deification, and expreſs his A ſtoniſh- 
ment at the Change of his Condition. He is ſurprized to 
find himſelf in the Efguilie, which were the Gardens of the 
Court, after his former, naſty Habitation ; and He talks in 
a Strain of Dirt and Obſcenity, that well becames his Ex- 
tration, But the e; which the Poet aſſigns Him, 
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at laſt, of ſcaring Crows, and f---t---g at old Women, is 
ſo proper an One, that no- body envies his Godſhip. 
Inſtances of this Nature are frequent in every Walk of 
Liſe; but They ſtrike us in the ſtrongeſt Manner, and 
are attended with the worſt Conſequences, when the Lys, 
thus cut out by ſome partial Hand, it raiſed to Power over 
others, and veſted with Dignity, which it wears with equal 
Awkardneſs and Inſolence. How ridiculous, how dangerous 
is ſuch an Elevation? „ l |

N. D' Anvers, after having laid before his Readers this 
| Letter, (of which we have given an Abridgment) tells us 
that he bjerves the News Papers are ftill filled with Accounts 
of the affectionate Manner, in which moſt Cities and Cor- 
porations have received their Repreſentatives who vated againſt 
the EXCISE-BILL ; but adds, that he is informed, the Gen- 
tlemen who voted for it, are extreamly puzzled her to behave in 
the preſent Conjuncture; or, what to ſay to their Electors, in 
"Juſtification of their late Condutt, 

I am told, (ſays Mr. D' Anvers) that many of them, at 
rſt, congratulated their Neighbours on the Defeat of the 
Scheme, and gave Themſelves an Air of being againſt it; 
but the L:i/ts, that are now ſpread through moſt Parts of the 
Kingdom, have undeceived the People, as to that Point, and 
reduced theſe Gentlemen to ſeveral little Shifts, which I ſhall 
but juſt touch upon at preſent: 

Some of Them, it ſeems, are ſo modeſt as to confine 
Themſelves at Home, or skulk amongſt their Friends and 
Acquaintance, who are ſo good as to take Compaſſion up- 
on their Caſe, and ſcreen Them from thoſe Reproaches, 
which They might happen to meet with Abroad at this 
Juncture.

They have already abuſed. But ſuch poor Artifices will 
ſoon be diſcovered, and expoſe the Authors of Them, to 
the Ridicule, as well as the Reſentment, of their Country- 
men. 

Some again are ſo ingenuous as to acknowledge that They 
were for the Scheme, but alledge in their Defence, that They 
did it with a View of preyenting Frauds, and relieving the 
Nation from the Burthen of a Land- Tax. As to Frauds, 
it will be proper to defer the Conſideration of that Point 
til the REPORT, which hath been ſo long expected, is 
laid before the Publick; and if any Body can be ſtill fo 
weak as to be perſuaded that an Exciſe on Tobacco would 
have eaſed us from the Land-Tax, the Improbalility and 
Ridiculouſneſs of that ſtale Pretence may be ſhewn from the 
Accounts of the Produce of thoſe Duties, as They were 
laid before the Houſe. 

But amoneſt all the Arguments of theſe Gentlemen, in their 

own Behalf, I muſt confeſs there is one, with which I am 
highly pleafed, and cannot forbear thinking very ingenious, 
lt is true, ſay theſe Gentlemen, that Ie voted for the Ex- 
ciſe ; but Mie did it only to gain Credit with the Projector, 
and by thoſe Means prevailed upon Him to drop it. I am 
told that this Plea hath been already made Uſe of in ſeveral 
Boroughs, and will no doubt, be propogated through the 
whole Kingdom. Nay, I ſhall not be ſurprized to hear 
that the Projector hath iſſued out Certificates of this Kind 
to every one of his Creatures, afſuring their Corporations 
that it was ſolely at therr Requeſt (though many of Them 
depended on Him for their Bread) that He laid aſide ſuch 
a glorious Project, for improving the Power and Revenues 
- the Crown, and ſecuring a perpetual Dictatorſhip to Him- 
elf, : 
But J think the beſt Way for theſe Gentlemen would be 
to take the Advice of one of their late Advocates in the 
Courant, who propoſed with a great deal of Reaſon that 
every Gentleman, who voted for the Exc:/e, ſhould be ca- 
techiſed upon a little Stool by the Miniſter of the Pariſh, 
to which he belongs, and be obliged to explain the Grounds 
and Motives of his Conduct, in the Face of a full Congre- 
gation, ;

Bofton in New-England, April 16. We learn by Captain 
Dutch, who arrived here the 8th Inſtant, that Captain Butler 
and Captain L:ttleton, bound both to the Bay of Honduras, 
were caſt away on Glover's Reach in December laſt, and the 
Veſſels with their Cargoes loſt, but the Men ſaved, and 
that the Beginning of January the Spaniards at Campeche 
fitted out two Sloops of 70 or 80 Men each, and a new 
Galley with 190 Men, and ſeveral long braſs Guns, with 
which they came into the Bay, and took, viz. Hinman 
Bradin, and two more, whoſe Maſters he knew not, and 
chaſed a Dutch Ship of 500 Tons, full loaded, on Shore, 
whereby ſhe was loſt, with all her Cargoe. He further 
adds, that as he was coming out of the Bay, he was chaſed 
by the Spaniards for a conſiderable Time, but they findin 
they could not come up with him, left the Chaſe, and 
directly for a Cove, or Harbour, where lay three Eli 
Ships, two of which had 20 Guns each, but few Hands, fo 
that it is feared they are all taken by the Spaniards. 

Amſterdam, Fuly 17, Our Accounts from Bre/? mention 
nine Men of War equipping there, to be joined by fix from 
Toulm, A Report goes, that a certain Power has declared, 
that in Caſe the Emperor is attacked, his Majeſty will be 
obliged to aſſiſt him with all his Forces.

ſuffer no Injury in their Eftates, by any Frauds committed 
in the Management of them: For tho' the Directors are 
choſen by a General Court, they are inveſted with fuch ex- 
tenſiye Powers, that they are capable, by abuſing their

Or, if, as thoſe great 
Maſters in the Art ſay, that be, notwithſtanding, A in Al, 
what can popular Conſent add to the Weight of any Opinion 
in the Judgment of a calm and right-minded Man? Paſjion, 
Aﬀſertions, Execrations, and ſervile Appeals to the Senſe of 
the People, ſwell the declamatory Eſſays which are the Dar-

FRANCE, 


AT a Council of State lately held at Compergne, it was 
reſolyed not to form any Camps this Year, as well to 
fave the Expences they would put the Officers to, as not 
to fatigue the Soldiery without Neceſſity. The Troops de- 
ſigned for that End have; however, Orders to continue 
their March, with all Expedition, towards the Frontier 
Towns. The Colonels have likewiſe Orders to repair to 
their Regiments by the firſt of Auguſt, and not to grant any 
Furlows, either to Officers or Soldiers; but, on the con- 
trary, to recal thoſe which may have been already granted; 
that all the Regiments may be in a Condition to take the 
Field at an Hour's Warning, if required. The Officers of 
the French and Sw:ſs-Guards have reteived the ſame Orders: 
All which looks as if ſome important Enterprize was in 
View, which may require more Expedition than forming 
of Camps and Mock-Sieges. | 
Orders are ſent, and Money remitted to Breſt, to equip 
five Men of War more, on which they now work Day and 
Night, Sunday and Holiday. It is thought the Cheyalier 
de Luynes will have Orders to paſs the Streights, to join the 
Breſt Squadron, and that the French Fleet will conſiſt of fif- 
teen Men of War of the Line, nine from Bre/?, and 11x 
from Toulon. It is hardly doubted, but that this Fleet is 
deſigned for the Baltic, where, as it is reported, it will be

We have ſince our laſt received the following farther Ac- 
count from Auvergne, of the ſtrange Phenomenon, of which 
we have already given ſome Particulars. The Place, where 
it happened, was a Mountain of about a League in Length, 
the Declivity of which was beautifully motteled with Mea- 
dows, Orchards, Vineyards, and arable Grounds, About 
the Middle of it was a Village, and four large Farms. The 
Inhabitants have long ſince obſerved the Earth thereabouts to 
crack, and form ſmall Chinks, to which they could find no 
Bottom. On the twenty-third of laſt Month, they plainly 
perceived a Motion of the Earth under them, which put 
them upon retiring with Precipitation, and taking what 
Cattle they could with them. In a few Minutes after their 
Retreat, they ſaw their Houfes falling one after another into 
an Abyſs, cauſed by the Opening of the Earth; in the 
Room of which, nothing was ſeen, the next Day, but Rocks 
covered with a yellowiſh Earth, and a new Ridge of Moun- 
tains, extending to the Middle of the Plain, and as high as 
the former Mountain. The Earth continues yet ſhifting, 
fwelling to a great Heighth in ſome Places, and, . on the 
contrary, ſinking in others. The Mountain is in continual 
Agitations, and ſeveral violent Shocks are felt from Time 
to Time: But what is moſt ſurprizing in this Phenomenon, 
all this happens without any Stench, Fire, Smoak, Inunda- 
tion of Water, or indeed any Noiſe, but what was occaſioned 
by the Fall of the Houſes,

been more out of Prudence than any Apprehenſion ; and 
for the very ſame Reaſen, he exhorts them, however, to 
come armed, and with a large military Train, to the Election. 
He concludes with recommending to them, in an eſpecia! 
Manner, to lay afide all private Animoſities, and to pre- 
vent inteſtine Broils, more to be feared than all Attempt; 
from Abroad ; and finally aſſures them, that he is not him- 
ſelf prejudiced, either by Affection, or otherwiſe, to eſpouſe 
any Party, but is ready, with Pleaſure to nominate any King 
whom they ſhall znanimouſly chooſe. 

Copies are handed about at 7/ar/aw, of the Propoſals made 
by the moſt ſerene crnwned Head (tor fo he ſtiles himſelf ) Sta- 
niſſaus Leccensti, to the States of the moſt Serene Repub- 
lick of Poland: Theſe Propoſals are full of Advantages of- 
fered to the Pol;h Nation, if they think fit to re- placo him 
on the Throne. 

We cannot but obſerve, that his calling himſelf, The 7 
Serene crowned Head is an Inſtance of his excellent Judę- 
ment: No Man can deny but Staniflaus has a Right to th:s 
Title; ſince he was not only crowned, but acknowledged for 
King of Poland by the Emperor himſelf, as well as other 
European Princes: He will not, however, call himſelf Ring 
of Poland, ſince he has lately renounced that Title; and 
is reſolved to remount the Throne by none but the moſt 
glorious Steps; viz. The free Votes, and the Afections of his 
Countrymen.

Capacity, though ſuperior to every Individual, by virtue of 
that Authority, which is repofed in Him by the whole Bo- 
dy, for their common Protection. 

2. That all abſolute Governments are tyrannical Uſurpa- 
tions on the natural Rights of Mankind; and, if We trace 
their Original, We ſhall find Them eſtabliſhed in Forge, 
or Fraud. 

3. That although our Government in commonly called 
2 Monarchy, becauſe We have a King at the Head of it, 
yet it partakes very much of demvcratical Principler, and 
is therefore more properly ſtyled a limited, mixt Monarchy ; 
or, if I may ſo ſpeak, a ſort of regal Commonwealth. 

4. That as the Eſſence of our Conſtitution conſ ſts in keep- 
ing a proper Ballance between the Branches of the Legiſlature, 
and preſerving Them free from any corrupt 1 
the utmoſt Care ought to be taken to ſecure the Freedom of 
Elections withaut Doors, and the Virtue of our Repreſentatives 
within. | 

5. That Liberty is the Birthright of Engli/bmen and Bri- 
toms, which hath been confirmed to Them on many Occa- 
fions, in the moſt ſolemn Manner; and if any future Prince 
ſhould attempt to deprive Them of it, as many former 
ones haye done, They have an undoubted Right to reſiſt 
Him by Arms, notwithſtanding their Oaths of Allegiance,

An Account how the French came to looſe their Liberties, 
and what makes them ſtill hope, that they may once 
again become a free People. 

\ HEN France (ſays Mr. Fog) by the Acceſſion of the 

Dukedoms of Normandy and Britanm and other Do- 
minions, was grown as extenſive as we ſee it at this Day, 
the Eſtates of the Kingdom being too unwieldy to be drawn 
together upon every Exigency that might happen; it was 
for this Reaſon thought neceſſary, that all the Powers of 
the ſaid Eftates ſhould be transferred and made over to the 

Parliament of Paris; ſo that the Parliament of Paris is at 

this Nay, in all, Reſpe&s, as much the Repreſentative of the 

Eſtates of the Kingdom, as the Eſtates of the Kingdom 

were formerly of the whole People, and they have upon 

many memorable Occaſions exerted their Power as ſuch, 
they have protected thoſe whom the Court had a Mind to 
deſtroy for their Adherence to Liberty, and they have brought 
to the Block many, who depending upon the Protection of 
the Court, have abuſed publick Truſts,---thus as they held 

a Sword over the Heads of the Miniſters, the Latter did all 

they could . to abridge their Power, for publick Liberty is a 

terrible Bar in the Way of Men in great Affairs, and has 

hindered many from exerciſing their Talents, and building 
up Families and Fortunes,----for every Knave in the World 
would be fafe if he could. | 

That the Miniſters might therefore live without Controul, 
it was neceſſary that the Parliament of Paris, the Cler- 
zy of Nance, the Nobility, the Magiſtracy of the 
Towns, and the Trading Intereſt ſhould be all brought 
into a Kind of Dependance upon the Court. 

The Nobility were taught to believe there was no breath- 
ing out of the Air of a Court, they were drawn in to loiter 
their Time there in Luxury, and all Kind of expenſive 
Follies, that having by this Means waſted their Eſtates, they 
might be obliged to hang upon a Miniſter for a Penſion or a 
Government, in order to 1 their Rank, ſo that this 
Matter was without much Difficulty brought to bear. 


As to the Church, its primitive Hierarchy did not ſeem 
calculated to be made ſubſervient to the Support of Tyran- 
ny in the State, the Biſhops were elected by the inferior 

D Clergy, 
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Clergy, and afterwards indeed confirmed by the Pope; but 
even this laſt did not bring them under the Influence of 
the Court, they had nothing at all to do with the State, 
and as long as Honours and Preferments in the Church de. 
pended upon Sanctity of Life, and of Morals, the Miniſter: 
could find no wicked Tools amongſt the Clergy,--...... 
Something therefore muſt be done to make them turn their 
Backs to Heaven, and their Faces to the Louvre,--- the firſt 
Attempt that I can find was made towards it was at a Time, 
that the Court of France was embroiled with the Cat 
of Rome, the latter gained over a few of the Biſhops, and 
being reſolved to clap the Pope's Authority in Spiritual, 
cauſed them to aſſemble and to give themſelves the Name 
of a National Council, or National Aſſembly, in which 
they declared, that the Pope had no Authority to excom- 
municate Kings upon any Pretence whatſoever, that none 
of his Bulls or Decrees had any Force unleſs thev had the 
Sanction of a general Council, with ſome other Things, 
which perhaps, would not have been of bad Conſequence, 
had they ſtopped here; but they ſhewed plainly hy their 
after Conduct, that they aimed to place in the King or 
his Miniſters that Infallibility, which they denied to be in 
the Pope. 

The King took to himſelf the Right of naming all the 
Biſhops excluſive both of the Clergy and of the See of 
Rome, and that Ceremony, which for Form ſake is keyt 
up of ſending a Conge D*'Elire to the inferior Clergy, upon 
the Death of a Biſhop or Dean is a meer Farce, tho' it is 
an Acknowledgment that the Right of electing is in the 
Clergy. 

A French Author takes Notice, that the King having 
the Nomination of all the Biſhops, it follows, that the Pre- 
late, who will be a Slave at Court, may be a Tyrant in 
his Dioceſs, and we have ſeen that thoſe who have refu- 
ſed to comply with ſuch Inſtructions as have been ſent 
them by the Miniſters, have received Lettres de Caches 
to baniſh them from their Dioceſs, others have had thei! 
Revenues ſuſpended ; add to this, that the Heads of al 
Relivious Houſes muſt he approved of by the Ling, he 
having aſſumed to himſelf that Right alſo, and that he takes 
upon him to grant Penſions out of the Revenues of Abbeys, 
and other Religious Houſes, to ſuch Prelates as are moſt ſub- 


ſer ent to his Miniſters, and even to Lay-Perſons ; whoever 


conſiders all this, Will allow that the Clergy of France, and 


Reyenues 
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Revenues of the Church, are now become one of the chief 
Supports of Arbitrary Power in that Kingdom. 

It is certain the French Miniſters have never been able in- 
tirely to gain over the whole Body of French Biſhops upon 
any 4 — whatſoever, whether the Encroachments the 
deſigned, were againſt the Church or the Conſtitution, for 
which, I have heard various Cauſes aſſigned; firſt that they 
are generally choſen out of the Prime of the Nobility, being 
the Sons of Dukes, and often Mareſchals of France, that ſome 
of them are bred up in Sen iments of Generoſity, and Noti- 


ons of Honour, which hinders them from proſtituting their 


Characters; next, that they are not burthened with Wives 
and Children, which Men ſometimes plead as an Excuſe, 
tio? a very bad one, for yielding to Corruption; ſo that I 
have heard Frenchmen argue thus, that if that National Coun- 
cil which began to clip the Pope's Wings, had permitted 
the French Clergy to Marry, the Miniſters, who at all 
Times would have had the Preſerring to Biſhopricks, Dean- 
aries, &c. might only have made choice of Men meanly 
born, and meanly bred, rejecting all ſuch, whoſe Conſci- 
ences had the leaſt Tincture of Religion and Morality ; fo 
that placing all their Dependance in the Miniſters, what 
for the Expectation of Penſions or Tranſlations, to better 
Biſhopricks, or Honours, or Preferments to their Children, 
(for the Pride of making a Family is very ſtrong in low 
Men) the French Clergy might by Degrees have been made 
intirely ſubſerrient to the worſt Deſigns of the Minifters I 
ſay, conſidering the Power and Influence the Dignitaries 
haye over the inferior Clergy, it is very poſſible that the 
Miniſters by a right Choice of the Former might have made 
them Inſtrumental in introducing Calviniſm, Arrianiſm, 
nay Mahometiſm itſelf, had fuch a Deſign ſerycd their 
Purpoſes, 

However, they generally have a Party ſufficient amongſt 
them as it is; ſo we ſhall paſs on to the next Thing done 
towards the eſtabliſhing of Arbitrary Power in France, which 
it was Jooked upon could not be well brought about without 
humbling the People, and breaking their Spirits ; and there- 
fore it was neceſſary to lay Clogs and Incumbrances upon 
Commerce. To this Purpoſe. moſt of the Branches of 
Foreign Trade were. monopolized, and certain Perſons, 
for ſome Conſiderations beſt known to the Miniſters, ob- 
tained Grants and Charters ſor trading to this or that Part 
of the World excluſive of all the Reſt of the Subjects; 

upon, 
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upon which, a French Author makes this Remark, In 
© good Government, ſays he, it is uſual to prohibit the 
Subjects bringing in ſuch Merchandizes as ſhall hind- 
the Sale of your own Manufactures, but to forbid the 
Subjects to export your own Manufactures, the Labour 
and Induſtry of your own People (except ſuch and ſuch 
particular Perſons) is a Hardſhip peculiar to France; but 
(adds he) ſee the Effect of it; it has funk our Commerce, 
and engaged all thoſe Monopolizers to become Champions 
for Arbitrary Power, 

Next the "Taxes laid upon, Wine, Salt, and ſome other 
Things effential to the Living of the Poor, did neceſſarily 
increaſe the Price of Labour; fo that when Monficur C 
bet, who intended the Good of his Country, afterward: 
erected Manufactures, and did many remarkable Things 
for the Encouragement of Trade, he found, that in Spite 
of all his Efforts, the Engl; and ſome other Nations, were 
able to underſell the French in Foreign Countries, becauſe 
they were free from thoſe "Taxes, which muſt be conti- 
nued in France, unleſs the Government ſhouid be rendered 
leſs abſolute, 

The next Thing to be gained over were the Magiſtrates 
of the chief Cities and Towns, and theſe were managed 
various Ways, many were drawn in to act for Arbitrary 
Power, by being promiſed that Coats of Arms ſhould be 
granted to them and their Families, and that they ſhould 
be made Gentlemen, — others were tempted for a Poſt 
in the Army given to a Son, a Brother, a Nephew, or a 
Couſin,. this was to be made a Superintendent, ani that 
a Financier,---- for ſuch trifling Confiderations as theſe did 
many of them {cll that Part of the Liberties of their Coun- 
trymen which were intruſted with them. 

But the moſt material Point of all for this Purpoſe has 
not yet been mentioned; for could the Parliament of Paris, 
the moſt auguſt Part of the State, and the Protection of 
the pubhck Liberties, have been gained over, Arbitrary 
Power would have been fixed in France as firm as ſom? 
Rock in the Sea which had ſtood from the Beginning of 
the World unmoved by all the Beafings of the Surges round 
it; but here the Miniſters -met with ſuch Oppoſitions and 
Difficulties as muſt turn to the everlaſting Glory of the 
French Nation, the Court has never yet been able to in- 
fluence them to give up their own and the People's Rights,-- 
Mezeray takes Notice, that in the Reign of — =

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Third there were twenty four Edicts for raiſing Money 
vpon the People preſented to the Parliament of Paris by 
the Court to be verified, one 2nd twenty of which were 
abſolutely rejected, and only three paſſed, ----- In ſeyeral 
other Reigns not cnly Edicts for railing Money, but for extend- 
ing the Regal Power and Prerogative, have been refuſed ; 
nay it has often happened that the Miniſters with all their 
Influence have not been able to gain one Voice in that 
Aﬀembly, when the Thing in Queſtion has had the leaft 
Tendency towards Oppreſſion, of which we have given In- 
fances in ſome of our late Diſcourſes, 

As this has been really the Caſe, there have been eternal 
Contentions betwixt the Court and the Parliament, the 
Court denying that the Parliament had any Right to put a 
Negative upon the King's Ediéts, and the other Side as 
conſtantly aſſerting that Right; ſo that when the Court 
has met with theſe Repulſes, they have baniſhed the Par- 
lament, and ſometimes executed the Edict without its being 
regiſtered at all. but what may not Miniſters do in Coun- 
tries where there are Standing Armies? — But as this 
Point has never been given up by the Parliament, nor have 
they ſo much as temporized for the poor and falſe Pretence 
of reſerving the publick Tranquillity, the Thing remains 
in this Situation to this Pay; ſo that the French who look 
zpon themſelves 2s under an Arbitrary Government, com- 
fort themſelves with this Reflection, that while their Par- 
laments preſerves their Integrity, they have a Chance of 
recovering their Liberties one time or other, 

It has been wondered at by ſome that the French Mini- 
ars never found Means of introducing a certain Number 
of Took cf th ir own into that Auguſt Aſſembly, — had 
he Majority conſiſted of Perſons made dependant upon the 
Miniſters by Offices and Employments, no Edict fo arb“ 
trary but would have, been verified, and they might hav: 
ruined the Nation, and have boaſted loudly that they mare 
the Laus of the Land the Rule of their Adminiſtration— 
once keard this Argument urged in Company of ſew: 
French Gentlemen of Senſe, when one of them anſwered. 
Sir, I mutt beg your Pardon, it is much ſafer for tl. 
French Miniſters, that Things ſhould remain as they are,--- 
at preſent the People live, in hopes of better Times, bet 
it their Parliament ſhould be turned into an Aﬀembly <? 
Court-Slaves, they would ſee that they were bought 27 
told — they might grow deſperate.

Col. Harboard, and a great Number of Gentlemen of Di- 
ſtinction; where it was agreed, that Mr. Coz and Capt.

Election. 

Sir Robert went out of Town on Thurſday Morning. 
We are in no Pain for either our Country or City Election; 
notwithſtanding we are to be oppoſed in one by Sir Edmund 
Bacon, and Mr. M vod bouſe; and in the other by Sir Edward 
Ward and Mr. Branthwayt. Perhaps you'll hardly believo 
this; but tis true.

are to join the imperial Troops on the Rhine, 
Nowithſtanding ſome late Declarations, many are of Opi- 
nion, that the King of Pruſſia will remain Neuter in thc 
Affair of Poland, and ſome do not ſtick to ſay, that he wil 
ha e more to apprehend from the Succeſs of a Neighbouring 
Candidate, than if Staniſſaus ſhould remount the Throne. 


PoLANnD, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN POWERS. 


LETTERS from Poland adviſe, that the Primate and his 
Party, are ſo confident of ſucceeding in their Deſign, 
of replacing King Staniſlaus on the Throne, that they hate 
already formed a Scheme among themſelves, in what Mar- 
ner to diſpoſe of all the great Offices of the Kingdom, and 
that they have ſuffered this Scheme to be made publick. 
It is hard to determine what Reſolution the Court of 
Sweden will take in the preſent Situation of Affairs. The 
Stoediſb Miniſters have always an Excuſe ready, when they 
are called upon to explain; wiz. That the Advice and Con- 
ſent of the S'atzs muſt be firſt had; in the mean Time they 
are in a- readineſs ſpeedily to execute whatever Reſolution 
they may at laſt take. 

We are adviſed from Petersburg, that the Czarina wa 
ſet out from thence for Reval, to take a view in Perion, 
of her Troops in that Neighbourhood, The Ruffian Fleet, 
which is cruizing in the Baltict, is now faid to be 25 
Men of War. T here is a Report, that a Propoſal has been 
made to the Czarina, on the Side of France, concerning the 
Duchy of Courland, which if ſhe ſhould think fit to accept, 
King Stani/aus would go nigh to re-aſcend the Po!iſh Throne 
without any Oppoſition, and the terrible Cloud which bas 
been ſo long gathering, and has for ſome Time threatened 


the Peace of Europe, will be at once diſſipated.

COUNT Wieſebach, General of the Ruffian Troops, in 
the Ukraine, has diſpatched an Expreſs to acquaint the

deſign to enter Poland or Muſcovy, he could not determine. 

The Prince of Heſſe- Homburg, who commands for that

In our BEE, Numb. XVI and XVII, we gave Extracts 
of the firſt Volume of this Work, which treats of the Egyp- 
tians and Carthaginians, We come now to the ſecond Vo- 
Jlume, or Book III, which gives us a compendious Hiſtory 
of the A/rians, Medes and Lydians. 

Our Author ſuppoſes Nimrod or Belus, who flouriſhed a- 
bout A. M. 1800, to have been the Founder, not only of the 
City of Babylon, but of the Mirian Empire, which with Cte- 
fas, he believes to have laſted 1300 Years. This premiſed, 
we ſhall next purſue our Author, in giving a ſuccin& Ac- 
count of the moſt noted Princes, who were Rulers of this 
Empire, | 

The Founder of this vaſt Empire, Nimted or Belus, a fa- 
mous Hunter, by which manly Exerciſe he inured himſelf, 
and his Followers, to Toils and Hardſhips, was a bold aſpir- 
ing Man, who having brought thoſe about him into a State 
of Dependancy, firſt formed the Deſign of conquering and 
ruling over his Neighbours. He built the City of Babylon, 
and conquered Aſur or A/jria, which our Author ſuppoſes to 
have been a Province, and in it built a City, which from 
Ninns, his Son and Succeſſor, he called Niniveh, | 

Ninus, treading in his Father's Footſtep-, ſubdued, with 
the Aſſiſtance of the Mabians, a vaſt Tract of Land, reach- 
ing from Egypt as far as India; and this probably gave Oc- 
caſion to ſome Hiſtorians to think him the Founder of the 
Frian. Empire. At his Return from this Expedition he 
beautified the City from him called Niniveh, ſituate on the 
Tigris, and enlarged it to ſo prodigious a Degree, that it is ſaid 
to have been 150 Sada (or Furlongs) in Length, 90 in 
Breadth, and 480 in Circumference. This done, he under- 
took his ſecond Expedition againſt the Indians and Bactriam, 
and took Bactria, the Capital of the Latter. Here it was he 
married his Queen, Semiramis, ſo famous in Hiſtory ; 17 

no 
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whom he had a Son, called Ninyas. He died ſoon after his 
Return from this ſecond Expedition, leaving his Queen in 
the Adminiſtration of the Empire. 

Semiramis, tho' not the Founder of Babylon as ſome have 
ſuppoſed, made vaſt Additions to its Magnificence: And in 
this Place our Author takes Occaſion to give his Readers a 
Deſcription of ancient Bahlon, tho? ſome of the ſtupendious 
Works he mentions were made in ſucceeding Reigns. A 
ſuccin& Account of them may probably not be unacceptable to 
our Readers, T he moſt remarkable of theſe Works were 
the Walls; (which were placed at the Head of the ſever. 
Wonders of the World) the Bridge over a Branch of the Ex 
phrates, which ran through the City; two Pallaces at the 
two Ends of this Bridge, with the famous Hort: penſiles, or 
hanging Gardens, belonging to one of them ; the famous 
Lake near the City, which had a Communication with the 
Euphrates, by Means of a Canal; two other Canals which 
joined the Euphrates and the Tigris; and laſtly, the Temple 
or Mauſoleum of Belus. 

The Walls of Babylon, according to our Author, were 
fifty Cubits thick, two hundred Cubits high, and formed a 
large Square, each Side of which being one hundred and 
twenty Furlongs in Length, had five and twenty Brazen 
Gates, that led to ſo many Streets, The Bridge was a 
Furlong in Length, and thirty Foot in Breadth. The two 
Pallaces at the two Ends of the Bridge had a Communi- 
cation with each other, by a ſubterraneous Paſſage under the 
River. That on the Weſt was ſixty Furlongs in Circum- 
ference, and had a triple Wall. The Horti penſiles, or hang- 
ing Gardens, formed a Square, which roſe gradually, not 
unlike an Amphitheatre, by Terraſſes reſting upon Vaults, 
one above the other. The Lake was, according to Herodo- 
tus, four hundred and twenty Furlongs Square, and the 
Channels, which joined the two Rivers, navigable. The 
Temple, or Mauſoleum of Belus, Bel or Baal, had a large 
ſquare Tower, or rather Pyramid, in its Center, a Fur- 
long high, and each Side of its Baſe the ſame. The Al- 
cent was either by large winding Stair-caſes on the Outſide, 
or by Means of a Machine on the Inſide, by which Peo- 
ple were an up to the Top, where there was a little Tem- 
ple, which ſerved likewiſe for an A/tronomical Obſervatory. 

Semiramis left many other Marks of her Magnificence 
throughout the whole Empire, as Pallaces, Aquaducts, High- 
ways, Fc. and yet theſe Things did not take up her whole 

| T houghts 
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Thoughts and Time. Not contented with the Conqueſts 
made by Ninus, which he left her in Poſſeſſion of, ſhe ſub- 
dued Ethiopia, and made an Expedition into India, which, 
tho” at firſt it proved ſucceſsful, was in the End ſo much to 
her Diſadvantage, that ſhe was obliged to retire with the 
Loſs of two Thirds of her Army, conſiſting, according to 
Cteſias, of 300,000 Foot, and 50,000 Horſe, beſides a great 
Number of Camels and armed Chariots. At her Return ſhe 
reſigned her Empire to her Son Nas. J 

This Prince degenerated fo much from the Glory of his 
Anceſtors, that he gave himſelf wholly up to Luxury and 
Eaſe, and hardly ever ſtirred out of his Pallace. To keep 
his Subjects from Revolting, or having Time to form Con- 
ſpiracies againſt him, he kept a good Number of Troops in 
Pay brought from different Provinces, which he renewed 
yearly ; a Policy practiſed afterwards by his Succeſſors, of 
whom, however, we have no very ſatisfactory Account 
till 

SARDANAPULUS, who, for Luxury, Sloth, and Effe- 
minacy, out-did all his Predeceffors. He abandoned himſelf 
to the moſt ſhameful Pleaſures, and was continually ſhut 
up in the Retirements of his Pallace amidſt his Concubines, 
which made his Generals contemn and diſpiſe him. A.- 
baces, Governor of Media; Beleſis, Governor of Babylon z 
and Tiglathphalaſar, or Ninus junior, Governor of Niniveh, 
relolving to dethrone him, revolted, and, having defeated 
him in Battle, obliged him to fly for Shelter into Niniveh, 
where, finding himſelf deſtitute of all Relief, he cauſed a 
huge Pile of Wood to be erected, and burned himſelf upon 
it, together with his Wives, Slaves and Treaſures. Thus 
was the vaſt Mrian Empire difunited, and divided into three 
Kingdoms, (viz.) Babylon, Niniveh, and Media. 

Of the Kings of Babyl;n before its Re-union to Niniveh, 
Beleſis or Nabonaſar, and his Son Merodach Baladan, are 
only known in Hiſtory: Of the Kings of Niniveb, after 
the Diviſion of the Empire of A/jria, our Author mentions 
Tiglathphalazar, Salmanaſar , Sennacherib, Aſarhaddon; 
Saoſduchin or Nebuchadnezzar, Saracus, Natopolaſſar, Ne- 
buchadonsſor, Evilmerodoch, Nerigliſſor, Laberoſcarched and 
Nabonides or Belſhazzar, who was the laſt King of Babylon, 
that City being taken, and its Empire incorporated with that 
of the Medes and Perſians. 

Our Author, after having given a ſhort Account of the 
Reigns and Actions of theſe ſeyeral Kings of Babylon, proceeds 

to 


980 : Or, - 
to the Hiſtory of the Kingdom of the Medes, which, as he ob. 


ſerves, from Herodotus was not immediately. formed into a 
Monarchv, after they had ſhaken off the A/jrian Yoke. On 
the contrary, theſe People, being rude and uncivilized, 
lived ſome time without any Form of Government; till 
Violence and Confuſion at laſt prevaled to ſuch a Degree, 
that they were obliged to chooſe a King, and their Choice 
fell on Dejoices, who, by ſecret Practices, had been long 
aſpiring to the Sovereignty. After having ſecured the Vene- 
ration of the People, by taking upon him all the exterior 
Marks of Grandeur, this Prince compoſed a Body of 
Laws, and then ſhut himſelf up from the Eyes of his ub— 
jects, and ſ:ﬀered none to have acceſs to him, but by Me- 
morials, or through the Meditation of certain Favourites, 
who were admitted to his Preſence ; a Cuſtom firſt intro- 
duced by this Prince, but afterwards imitated by ſeveral 
other Eaſtern Kings. Dejvices, having ſpent the greater 
Part of his Time in modelling his new Goyernment, never 
endeavoured to extend his Dominions. 

PHRAORTUs, his Son and Succeſſor, was a warlike 
Prince: He ſubdued the Perſians, and brought almoſt all 
Upper Aſia under his Yoke: But, making afterwards War 
upon the A/jrians, he was defeated by Nebuchodoneſor, taken 
Priſoner, and put to Death. 

CYAXARES, his Son, a couragious Prince revenged his 
Father's Death, recovered his Kingdom, defeated the A/ 
rians, and beſieged Niniveh, but was obliged to raiſe tix 
Siege, and march againſt an Army of Scythians, who had in 
the mean "Time invaded his Kingdom. The Scythians 
having in their Turn, vanquiſhed Cyaxares, over-ran almoſt 
all Alia, and ruled the Upper Part of it for 28 Years. The 
Medes, at laſt, reſolving to hazard a bold Stroke to re- 
cover their Liberty, invited all the Chiefs of the Scythians to be 
their Gueſts, and made ſo terrible a Slaughter of them, that 
thoſe who eſcaped fled for Refuge to Alyattes, King of Lyd:a. 
This occaſione1 a long War between Cyaxares and Alyattes, 
till at laſt coming to a Battle, they were parted by that ſa- 
mous Eclipſe, which was foretold by Thales. Both Sides 
regarded it as a Token of the Diſpleaſure of the Gods, 
and thereupon conſented to a Peace. Cyaxares, being now | 
freed from the Scythian Bondage, thought again of turning 
his Arms againſt Aria, beſieged Niniveh a ſecond Time 
with the Aſſiſtance of Nabopolaſſar, who had rebelled againſt 
his Prince, Saracus, and having taken it, razed it to ” 

ve 
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Ground, . killed King Saracus, and got Poſſeſſion of 
Ky pg ion Babylon and Chaldes” which” Nabopo- 
laſer reſerved for his Share, Cyaxgres did not long ſuryive 


this Succdſs, 


His Son " Aftyages, known in 'Scripture by -the Namie of 
Aſuerus, ſucceeded him: But, tho his Reign was very long, 
there is little memorable recorded of him. His Son Cyaxgres 
IT ſucceeded him, and after his Death the Empires of the 
Medes and Perfians were united in the Perſoni o res, tho 
don of Carmbyſes, . King of Perfia, by the Daughter of Cy- 
axares I. | | FE EIN 

Our Author, before he goes on to the Life of Cyrus, thinks 
it proper to = ſome Account of the Kingdom of Lydia, 
as Cræſus, King of that Country had ſo great a Part in the 
Tranſactions of thoſe Times. He mentions the ſeveral 
Changes that Kingdom had been liable to, and the ſeveral 
Families who had ruled over it, till the Go: ernment came 
to Craſus, who was ſo famous for his Riches, that his 
Name became a Proverb, As rich as Cræſus, which is uſed 
at this Day. | | we TI: 

Cræſus extended his Conqueſts all over ia Minor, and 
his Court of Sardis was the Reſort of moſt of the great and 
wiſe Men of his Time. Thither Solon repaired, after hav- 
ing finiſhed his Body of Athenian Laws, and there it was he 
held that famous Diſcourſe with Cræſus, upon the Aappi- 
neſ. of this Life, which he concluded with averring, that Hu- 
mane Life, being liable to ſo many Changes, no Man. could 
be accounted truly happy while alive; which ſerved as an 
Apology for his not naming Cræſus among the happy Perſons 
he had known. This Prince ſoon after found the.Reaſona- 
bleneſs of Solon's Aſſertion, in the Calamities of his own

countenance Frauds of any Kind. For this Purpoſe, it was 
5 by an honourable Member, that a Committee ſhould 
appointed, with full Powers, to enquire into the Fraud: 
and Abuſes of the Cuſtoms, in general. This Propoſition was 
ſo reaſonable in itſelf, and ſo ſtrongly warranted by the 
Advocates for Exciſes, who founded their Scheme on the: 
Frauds, as I obſerved before, that a certain Gentleman was 
very much puzzled and perplexed with the Motion. He 
could not, with any Appearance of Decency, recant his 
own repeated Aſſertions, and deny that there were any con- 
ſiderable Frauds in the Cuſtoms; or openly plead for ſcreening 
them from Diſcovery, Having therefore mumbled the Thi- 
ſtles for ſome Time, He conſented to the Enquiry, and it 
was reſolved that the Committee ſhould be choſen by Ballet ; 
a Method of Voting, which eyery Body knows was ori- 
ginally deſigned to prevent all unwarrantable Influence; but 
what was the Conduct of the Gentleman before-mentioned, 
upon this Occaſion? Why, He ſummoned his Creatures to- 
ther, in a moſt extraordinary and unprecedented Manner; 
and having told Them, in a /abbering Speech, what a ter- 
rible Combination of all Parties was formed againſt Him, 
conjured Them, in the moſt pathetick Manner, to ſtand 
by and ſupport Him againſt the Deſigns of his Enemies. 
To You, Gentlemen, ſaid He, I owe every Thing I have is 
the World; and as without You I ſhould have been nothing, 
FT hope you will not ſuffer ſo godly a Fabrick of your own rai- 
ing to be pulled down and torn in Pieces by a Parcel Ja- 
cobites and Republicans, whom you ſee united in ſo formida- 
zie a Conſpiracy againſt me. But I muſt beg of you to con 
thas I am not the only Object of their Reſentment. N., 

F they. ſucceed againſt Me, the next Step will be to turn you 
all out of your Places, and fill Them up with Creatures of ther 
own. This is what affetts me in the moſt ſenſible Manner; 
for I affure yu. Gentlemen, that I am very maifferent what 
becomes of helf; but I hope the common Cauſe will wit 


us 
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us all, upon this Occaſion; for as Ie are embarked in the , 
ſame Ship, we muſt either fwim or fink together, 

Having made this notable Speech. He went round the 
whole Aſſembly, Man by Man, ſqueezing: them very feel- 
ingly by the Hand, and preſenting them at the ſame Time 
with a Liſt of twenty-one Gentlemen, (ſeventeen of whom were 
in viſible Employments of great Profits, beſeeched them, in 
the ſame moving Manner, to vote for it, if they had any 
Regard for Him, or their own Intereſt. 

By theſe Methods, he had the good Fortune to ſucceed; 
and one of his Advocates hath ſince very judiciouſly triumphed 
upon it, as a great Victory. | 

I ſhall now make ſome general Remarks on the 
lately publiſhed, with a View to the Frauds ſo loudly com- 
plained of, and the Remedy propoſed by this Enquiry. 

In the firſt Place, I cannot forbear admiring the peculiar 
Elegance and Perſpicuity of Style, in which this Oration is 
drawn up; but when we reflect on that gliß Genus, who 
hath the Honour to be named the Compiler of it, we. cannot 
wonder that it far exceeds all former Productions of the 
ſame Kind; and therefore any Encomiums, on this Ac- 
count, would be thrown away, and loſt in the more ſhin- 
ing Qualities, which he his known to poſſeſs, For this 
Reaſon, I ſhall immediately proceed to the Matter of the 

, without any farther Remarks on- thoſe Ornaments 
Diction and Delicacies of Expreſſion, by which it is ſo re- 
markably diſtinguiſhed, ee? FD 

The Gentlemen of the Committee begin with-acquainting the 
Houſe that they proceeded with the atm Diligence in their 
Examination of the Matters referred to them ; and when 
we conſider the ſubſequent Part of their Report, it muſt 
be acknowledged that no Diligence ſeems. to have 
been wanting to procure Information and Evidence; for it 
appears that Smugglers, corrupted Officers, and Perſons taken 
out of Gas! were produced as Witneſſes upon this impor- 
tant Qccaſion, and make no ſmall Figure in theſe Papers. 
Nay, they have had Recourſe fo far back as the Year 1704. 
for one Inſtance of Fraud, and in ſeveral Places take Notice 
of the Suſprcions and Conjectures of Perſons under Examina- 
tion, i of Facts atteſted by proper Vouchers and Eyi- 
dences. I don't mention this with any Deſign of reflecting 
upon theſe Gentlemen. On the contrary, I ſpeak it for their 
Honour, in order to ſhew that they executed their Part with 
the utmoſt. Application, as became their Duty to the Houle, 


and 
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and that no very conſiderable. Frauds could poſſibly eſcape 
ſo induſtrious” and rigid an Enquiry, Yet, notwithſtanding 
this, the Gentlemen themſelves ſeem to be conſcious that the 
Diſcoveries, which they have made, will not intirely come 
up to the Expectations of the Publick. They impute this 
to want of Time, and the Extenſtveneſt of Frauds and Abuſes 


in the Cuſtoms; which I am afraid would likewiſe appear 


to be the Caſe in other Branches of the Revenue, if they were 
examined with the ſame Strictneſs and Aſſiduity. 

The Gentlemen proceed to obſerve that they were induced 
to begin their Examinations with the Frauds committed in 
the Tobacco Trade for ſeveral Reaſons, mentioned in their 
Report; particularly the great Importance of this Trade to the 
Nation ; the Greatneſs of the Loſs to the Revenue, and the 
Complaints of the Planters in VIRGINIA. I was indeed 
ſomewhat ſurprized to find the It Article mentioned, amongſt 
their Inducements to begin with this Branch of Trade, when 
it is ſo well known how that Repreſentation was obtained, 
and after we have received Accounts from Virginia, that 
when they were made acquainted with the Conſequences 
of an ExcisE, they were as much alarmed at it as the 
People in England. But I muſt at the ſame Time, do 
the Gentlemen of the Committee the Fuſtice to conf ſs that 
they had ſufficient Inducements of another Kind, to begin 
with this Branch of the Cuſtoms ; T mean, to juſtify the Charge 
brought againſt the Tobacco Merchants, that they were con- 
cerned in fraudulent Dealings, and to ſhew the Neceſſity 
of putting the Laws of Exciſe in Force againſt them. 

Having made this frank Acknowledgment, I muſt take 
the Liberty to declare my Opinion that the Tobacco Mer- 
chants, in general, are not juſtly anſwerable for all the 
Frauds, mentioned in theſe Papers; ſome of which, as J 
am informed, were firſt diſcovered by their Afiftance ; and 
others tranſacted by little Dealers in that Commodity, to 
which every Branch of Trade is ſubje& in ſome Degree. 

It likewiſe appears to me, upon a View of theſe Papers, 
that notwithſtanding ſo large a Retroſpect as to the Year 1704, 
and other Methods made Uſe of in this Enquiry, the whole 
Amount of Frauds diſcovered in the Tobacco Trade is ſo far 
from being enormous, that it is really too trifling to be 
mentioned, when reduced from Pounds of Tobacco, as it 
ſtands in the Report, to Pounds Sterling, eſpecially when 
compared with the large Extent of that Trade, and the 
great Weight of Duties impoſed upon it : which will —_ 
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de the Occaſion of Frauds in every Commodity burthened 
with them, as Experience hath fully ſhewn, and natural Rex 
ſon ſuggeſts to us. 

The Committee proceeds, in the next Place, to the Frauds 
and Abuſes committed in the Articles of TEA and BRAn- 


DY. 

Here again I muſt own myſelf a little ſurprized ; for as - 
lub theſe Commodities are already exciſed, J am at a Loſs to 
gueſs for what Purpoſe the Frauds are exhibited to the Pub- 
ick, unleſs it be to convince Them of a Truth, which ſome 
Perſms have endeavoured to conceal ; viz, That thoſe Branches 
ef the Revenue, which are already under an Exciſe, are ar 
liable to Abuſes as Theſe under the Cuſtoms. 

Aſter This, We are preſented with an Account of ſome 
particular Frauds in the //in--Trade; but They are ſo very 
inconſiderable, that They hardly deſerve any Animadverſion; 
for They affect only a few little Smugglers on the Coaſts, 
whom all the Laws in the World will never totally reſtrain, 
whilſt the Height of the Duties lays fo ſtrong a Temptation 
in their Way. Woe ſee that Gallies, Dragmns, and even 
Death itſelf are not able to ſuppreſs Them in France ; and 
that the ſevereſt Penalties have had but very little Effect in 
England, Why theretore ſhould it be imagined that an Ex- 
aſe will prevent thoſe Abuſes in Vine, which are known 
and acknowledged to be ſtill committed in Tra and Brandy, 
under the ſame Regulation. 

J ſhall take no Notice of the Frauds, ſaid to be committed 
by an eminent Merchant, long ſince deceaſed, in the Impor- 
tation of Linnen, and other Gods, becauſe I am a perfect 
Stranger to the Caſe, and ſhould be ſorry to bring his Me- 
mory into Debate. 

The Gentlemen of the Committee conclude with repeating 
their Apprehenſions that Thev have not carried their Enqui-- 
ries ſo far, as might be expected from Them; and, indeed, 
the Report conſiſts of little more than what appeared to the 
Houſe from the Commiſſimers of the Cuſtoms, in Return to 
their Order, on the Motion before-mentioned. But as This 
did not prove ſatisfactory to many Gentlemen, who oppoſed 
the Exc:ſe-Bill, They propoſed to go farther, and moved 
tor a Committee to enquire into the Root of the Eyil, that it 
might be redreſſed, as well as expoſed. 

Now it appears pretty plainly, even from the Papers be- 
tore us, Where the Core of the Diſtemper lies; for it is ac- 
knowledged, 
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knowledged, through the whole Report, that moſt of the 
Frands and Abuſes, mentioned in it, have been committed 


by the Connivance of little Officers, who ſuffered Themſelves 
to be bribed and corrupted, If theſe Gentlemen could have 
found Time to go through their Enquiries, They might have 
eaſily traced this Iniguity to its Fountain-head ; as Jam told 
the other Lift, who moved for the Committee, propoſed and 
reſolved to do, without any Regard to Perſons. They would 
haye found, perhaps, that ſome of the chief Poſts in the 
Cuſtom-houſe were Patent Places, held in Truft for Perſons, 
who never go near their Offices, but leave the Care of them 
to Deputies, with little or no Salaries, beſides what they get 
by Perquifites; which is only a ſofter and more genteel Word 
for Bribery and Corruption. Tt would have appeared that ont 
GENTLEMAN, in particular, who hath the Honour to en- 
Joy two of the greateſt Poſts in the Adminiſtration, hath ano- 
ther held in Truſt for Him in the Cu/tom-houſe, for two 
Lives, which annually coſts the Nation more Money than 
all the Frauds in the Tobacco Trade amount to for ſevera! 
Years paſt, Perhaps, They might have diſcovered ſeveral 
other Inſtances of the ſame Kind, which ſhoot up into ya- 
nous Evils, and affect the Vitals of our Government. 

Whilſt This continues to be the Caſe, who can wonder 
to hear Complaints of Frauds and Abuſes in publick Offices ? 
But the Remedy is eaſy and obvious. Let us either reſume 
theſe great Sinecures, and ſettle handſome Salaries upon Thyſc, 
who actually do the publick Buſineſs ; (which would fave the 
Nation a very great Expence; ) or make the Principals an- 
ſwerable for all the Frauds, which are committed by the 
Colluſion of their Deputies. This would be really ſearching 
the Wound to the Bottom, and prove infinitely more effec- 
tual than that ridiculous Project, for preventing the Efe#ts »f 
Corruption by an Exciſe, whilft the Cauſe is ſuffered to remain 
and rankle in our Bowels. 

There is another bad Effect, which may attend this Prac- 
tice of holding great Employments in Truſt, and executing them 
by Deputy; I mean, if it ſhould ever find its Way into the 
Houſe of Commons; for as all Employments in the Receipt 

the Revenue are incompatible with a Seat in Parliament, 
ſuch a clandeſtine Method as This would not only be an 
Evaſion of the Law, and a burthenſome Impoſition on the 
Publick, but might likewiſe be made the Inſtrument, under 


3 bad Adminiſtration, of ſubverting our Conſtitution, 7 
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To conclude. As moſt of the principal Frauds in the 
Cuſtoms are founded in Corruption; and all Corruption implirs 
an iniquitous Commerce between two Perſons, the Corrupter 
and the Corrupted ; the only ſure Way to prevent both, is by 
removing the emptation ; That is, by making ſome ſuch 
fort of Regulation amongt the Officers of the Revenue as I 
have juſt mentioned, and Jowering the Duties, which appear 
moſt grievous. | | |

People never open their Pockets ſo freely as with a View 
of increaſing their Wealth, and our Quack from Time to 
Time has drawn great Sums of Money from the People, by 
theſe impudent Pretences ; but when they found themſelves 
bit, they grumbled a little, as was natural, at the Doctor. 
Upon theſe Occaſions the Doctor has ſometimes given him- 
ſelf moſt inſolent Airs, and treated the very Perſons he had 
abuſed as Rogues and Vagabonds, and Cheats, and Sturdy 
Beggars. 

But nothing has been more diverting to me, than the odd 
and fantaſtick Catalogue of his Cures, which he carries along 
with him to diſperſe amongſt the Multitude, and which one 
of his Zani, of whom we ſhall have Occaſion to ſpeak here- 
after, often expatiated upon, with a great deal of abſurd 
Oratory, 

I remember among the Reſt, that he pretends to have cured 
the K---g of F---e of a Looſeneſs in his Pocket, and that 
this Prince has made ſo perfect a Recovery, that he now ſaves 
his Money, and is obſerved to grow exceeding rich. His 
next Cure was upon his Im---] Ma----y, whom he pretends 
to have cured of all Attachments to his Neighbours, or 

ce upon his Al---s, fo that he now purſues his own 
Intereſt as if they were not to be relied upon, the next 
in the Liſt is, that he once cured a whole Nation of their 
Trade, with all the Symptoms of Repletion, which are ge- 
nerally the Conſequences of it; ſo that you could ſee T hou- 
ſands fit with. their Arms a-crofs without being embarraſſed 
with any Buſineſs ; but the moſt ridiculous of all was, 
that he ſhewed ſome ſcurvy Drawings, which he ſaid were 
the Pictures of ſeveral Prelates and Paſtors of the Church, 
(of what Church I cannot fay ; but I ſuppoſe of the Church 
of Rome) theſe he pretended had been all bis Patients, and he 
Wiſhed himſelf at the Devil if he had not cured them all of 
the Chriftian Religion.

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This Quack has lately taken upon himſelf the Name ot 
Sir Siarephel the Roficrucian, and he was attended by a Zani, 
whom he called his Man //haccum, tho“ it was ſuſpected by 
fome, that they were both of a Family, and as two Har- 
tots, when they ſet up in Partnerſhip are Maid and Miſtreſs 
by Furns, fo Sir $:4r9phel and I haccum were Matter and 
Man. by Turns, and it is not doubted but they were equal 
Sharers in the Profits of every Cheat. As to Sir Sidrophel, 
many who had ſeen and obſerved him upon this Peregrination 
were of Opinion, that he was the ſame Perſon, who under 
the Name of Ferdinand» Ferdinandi for many Years fol- 
lowed the Trade of exhibiting Monſters for Money, and 
now thought it adviſeable to change his Name. 

We have; 'in a former Paper given ſome Account of his 
Exploits, in the Character of Don Ferdinands Ferdinand: ;

The Lady's Steward, who was preſent, and had been all 
this While obſerving the Figure and Geſture of M haccum, 
ſays to the Lady, I think if your Ladyſhip approves it, I 
have found out an Employment that he is fit for; one of 
your Ladyſhip's Gardens is infeſted with Crows and Jack- 
daws, he would make an excellent Scarecrow -a Scare- 
crow ! replies Mhaccum, no, I thank you for that, I had 
much rather be an Ambaſſador ; this made the Lady laugh; 
however, ſhe ſaid, ſhe would take the Advice of her Do- 
meſticks, and be determined by that, accordingly they were 
all called up, and the Queſtion being put, whether the Per- 
ſon before them was fitteſt for a Scarecrow, or an Ambaſla- 
dor, it paſſed Nemine contradicente for the Scarecrow, upon 
which ¶ haccum returned in Dudgeon, having refuſed the- 
only Employment for which he was duly qualified.

TH E Geneeſe begin to be a little uneaſy at the new 
Turn, which Affairs are taking in Corſica, The Se- 
nate of Genoa have forbidden all Paſſengers, who come from 
that Iſland, under very ſevere Penalties, to mention any 
Thing of the Affairs of that Kingdom. Hence it is gene- 
rally preſumed, that Hoſtilities are actually renewed. The 
Petty Council is aſſembled on this Account daily, but as their 
Deliberations are kept ſecret, there is no judging what Me- 
thods will be taken. It is, however, the common Bcliet, 
that the Government will not be ſo „& as formerly, and 
will rather part with a good Part of their pretended Prer-- 
gatives, than ſuffer Matters to come to a general Rupture. 
It appears at laſt, that Cardinal Coſcia's Valet de Cham- 
bre went to Naples, with the Pope's Conſent, to try if he 
can perſuade. the Ducheſs of Coſcia to raiſe a Sum of Mo- 
ney- towards the Payment of the Fine laid upon his Maſter. 
The French Ambaſſador has lately received Orders to 


follicit the Pepe, for the Characters of Lets d Lale 9 
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the Cardinals of Biſſi and Rohan, in Order, as is ſuppoſed, 
to their aſſiſting as ſuch at a National Council, which by 
this Step, it ſeems, as if his Majeſty had conſented to, at

GERMANY, 


T HE important Treaty between the Emperor and the 

Elector of Saxony was ſigned at Vienna the 16th Inſtant, 
and Expreſſes were immediately diſpatched to ſeveral Courts 
to notify the News, which, it is believed, will have a great 
Influence in the preſent Situation of Aﬀairs. As the March 
of the 20000 Saxoms to join the Imperial Troops in Sileſia 
depended upon the Succeſs of this Treaty, we may now ex- 
pect to hear, what Courſe that Army will take. Some be- 
gin to ſay, that inſtead of encamping at Ghyato, it will march 
directly into the Poljh Diſtrict of I/artenpergſh. '

The Prieſt declared, 
that Count J/Vackerbarth, the Saxon Ambaſſador, had given 
him the Money, as a Reward for publiſhing the Pampblet; 
and, tho' the Prieſt was a Perſon of a very ill Reputation, 
his Words were credited, and the Pamphlet condemned, (as 
a Libel ſet forth by the Saxon Ambaſſador) to be burned by 
the Hands of the common Hangman, This Sentence was ex- 
ecuted the next Day with great Triumph. Count Wacker- 
barth immediately publiſhed a Declaration to acquit him- 
ſelf of fo ſcandalous an Accuſation, and declared, that the 
Prieſt came to him under pretext of ſolliciting a pretended 
Debt from the late King, and pleaded ſo great Poverty, that 
he had given him the Money before-mentioned out of pure 
Charity; and as for the Pamphlet, that the Prieſt ſeeing ſe-

JN our BEts, Numb. XVIII and XIX, We gave tus 

Extratts of this curious Letter, for the Satisfaction of ſame 
of our Readers, who, we are informed, ſuppoſe it fittitions, we 
aſſure them it is Genuine, and that the Caſes theretn mentioned, 
are real Matters Fact, tranſacted under the Reign of the 
preſent Emperor of China, but a few Years ſince. Having pre- 
miſed thus much, We ſhall preſent our Readers with a further 
Extract of this Letter, which contains Part another Chineſe 
Gazette, and is @ third Inſtance of the eros Fuſtice, 
and, at the ſame Time, of his Tenderneſs and Compaſfim for 
bis Subjetts, The Rubrick is, * 
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An Order, which ſhews what Attention the Emperor has 1, ils 
Eaſe and Welfare of his People. | 


JN the Month of November, 1725, the Emperor havin» 

admitted the principal Officers of the ſeveral Sovereion 
Tribunals into his Preſence, addreſſed himſelf to them in the 
following Words. 

Several Parts of the City of Peking having ſuffered this 
& Year, by great Inundations, occaſioned by extraordinary 
& Rains, the common People are almoſt deſtitute of nece{. 
cc fary Subſiſtence: I have employed my Thoughts, with- 
<c out ceaſing, in what Manner to give them Relief: and 
* therefore, beſides the new Rice, which has been brought 
from the Southern Provinces, and which by my Orders 
<< has been cured for their Uſe, at Tien-tcing (a Port at 40 
Leagues Diſtance from Peking) to the Quantity of 130,009 
< large Meaſures, — weigh eng 120 l.) J ordered 100,000 
« Meaſures of the Rice of preceeding Years, to be taken 
< out of the Granaries of the City of Tong-tchea, and to 
rc be diſtributed among them. I nominated five Officers to 
cc ſee this Rice tranſported to Tren-tcing, that from thence 
<< it might be, with the greater Eaſe conveyed to the ſeve- 
« ral Towns and Boroughs, wiich have ſuffered by the 
<« late Calamity, I have had particular In formation of what 
< has been tranſacted in this Affair; and have learned, 
« with an extreme Affliction, that the Rice which has been 
<< diſtributed to my People was entirely rotten, To be 
c ſure of this Fact, and that I might not depend upon 
cc mere Relations, I reſolved to ſee it myſelf, and cauſed 
Samples of both the Sorts which were diſtributed, to be 
lain before me; here they are; look upon them, and 
ce examine them narrowly. Of theſe two Sorts, the Belt 
< does not contain aboye three, or at moſt four Parts in ten, 
ce that is fit for UsE ; the other Sort, it is not Rice, it is 
<< mere Duſt and Sand. 

« What! while my Thoughts are entirely bent upon 
<« eaſing the Afflictions of my People, while I groan under 
< their Calamities, and ſuffer them not to be a Moment 
c abſent from my Thoughts, ſhall Officers, to whom I 
< have entruſted the Care of this Diſtribution, render my 
<< Compaſſion ineffectual ! be treacherous in the Execution 
« of my Commands, and not conform their Actions to my

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« while I am ordering Subſiſtence for their Comfort? Can 
« I glory in having done a good Thing when in Fact it

« of thoſe Officers who ought to have taken, Care of the 
« Publick Granaries. Ungrateful Wretches | From infe- 
« rior Mandarins I have raiſed them to conſiderable Dig- 
« nities, Is it thus they, teſtify their Gratitude for the Fa- 
yours I have heaped upon them? Ought they not, at 
« leaſt for my Sake, to have ſhewn ſome Tenderneſs for 
* my poor Feople! and have afforded them Eaſe: and Com-

By this Speech we may ſee, that the moſt minute Affair: 
are under the Emperor's immediate Cognizance, that he 
enters into a particular Diſcuſſion of Matters, and governs 
and decides every Thing by himſelf, Herein conſiſts the 
Happineſs of the Chineſe Government. An Emperor of 
China has no Time left him for Diver/jons. He muſt find 
a Pleaſure in doing the Duty of a Sovereign, and let the 
Hieigbib of his Satisfaction and Ambition terminate in juſt- 

ly obtaining, by his Aſſiduity, Vigilance, and Tenderneſs, 
for his Subjects, the Title of The FATHER and MoTHtr

afterwards, that the City of Peking, being of a vaſt Ex- 
tent, and that among ſuch an infinite Number of poor 
People, there muſt be old and infirm Perſons, who could 
not, without great Difficulty, repair to the Granaries, he 
ordered five new Stations, that the Places of Diſtribution 
being more in Number, and placed at more convenient 
Diſtances, the moſt Infirm might be Partakers of his Rene- 
volence, This Charity was continued during one whole 
Winter: however, ſeveral of the poor People who were 
come from other Parts, not knowing where to lodge, were 
reduced to the Neceſſity of lying in the Streets, 'T Le Em- 
peror who has private Information of every Thing, ſoon 
knew it, and having ſent for the Mandarins, whoſe Func- 
tion it was to ſee Order and conomy kept in the City, 
he ſpoke to them as follows. 

«* To you is entruſted the Polity of the five principal 
« Quarters of Peking. It is your Buſineſs to viſit them 
Day and Night. This has been a ſevere Winter; and 
« I have been informed, that a great Number of my poor 
People, who have reſorted hither from the neighbour- 
„ing Towns, have found no Shelter in the Night; and, 
* that many have ſuffered much by the Cold. This has 
been a ſenſible Affliction to me, Is it poffible, that 
among ſo great a Number of Inhabitants as are in Pek- 
ing, none ſhould be moved with a tender Compaſſion 
« to receive their Fellow-Subjects into their Houſes? I can 
hardly believe it; ſurely there are among my People ſuch 
as delight in doing Good. The Fear of you it is deters 
* them from it. They know there are Orders which for- 
bid them to harbour Strangers; and, they are apprehen- 
« five you may puniſh them for a Breach of theſe Or- 
„ders. It is natural for every Man to avoid Trouble. I 
* command you, therefore, at this Time, to let my Peo- 
« ple act as they pleaſe in this Point; Charity muſt not 
de prevented. See that good Order be kept in the 
“City, but, at the ſame Time, that no poor People be 
* obliged to lie in the Streets. I do not in the leaſt Queſ- 
* tion but there are enough who will have the Charity to 
give them Lodging; do not you oppoſe it; but let them 
perform ſo good a Work, The ſecond Moon is approach- 
ing, we ſhall ſoon have a more favourable Seaſon, and 
* then you may act as formerly: but you muſt always have 
da tender Regard for the Poor. Let this be a Warning

ELSE :a/ed the Precholders of the Land-Tax they noto 
ay; yet, that ſince he finds great Pains is taken to make them 
believe otherwiſe, he will ſet this Matter in a clear Light. 

Hve hundred thouſand Pounds (ſays Mr. D' Anvers) is at 
preſent produced by the Land- Tax, ſo that this Sum extra- 
ordinary muſt have been raiſed n Tobacco and Wine, in order 
w take it off from the Land. But before we admit fuch an 
Improvement of the Revenue to be practicable, it is neceſſary 
to ſuppoſe two Things: firſt, that the Frauds committed 
n the Duties on thoſe two Commodities, do actually amount 
to five hundred thouſand Pounds a Year ; and, ſecondly, that 
Nums, XXIV. B an 
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an Exciſe would have effectually put a Stop to them. The 
miniſterial Writers pretended at firſt, that as the Former was 
really the Caſe, ſo the Latter would have been the happy 
Conſequence of their Scheme, and even the Projector Him- 
ſelf was not aſhamed to inſiſt on both theſe Points in the fa- 
mous Letter to his Electors, dignified with that unlucky 
Motto, Magna eff veritas & PREVALEBIT. He propoſed 
to raiſe 200,000 /, of. this annual Sum on Tobacco, and 
3oo, ooo l. on Wine, But when this Affair came under the 
Deliberation of Parliament, the Extravagance and Abſurdity 
of his Computation ſtared Him ſo full in the Face, as to 
put Him almoſt out of Countenance; for it appeared, upon 
Examination, that the whole net Duties upon Tobacco did 
not amount, upon the largeſt Calculation, to much above 
Two hundred thouſand Pounds a Year, communibus Annis 
and, that the Seizures upon this Branch of the Revenue did 
not exceed Fourteen hundred Pounds a Year, at a Medium 
of ſeven Years from Chriſtmas, 1724, to Chriſtmas 1731, 
It likewiſe appeared by the Accounts laid before the Houſe, 
that theſe Seizures have continued to decreaſe very conſidera- 
bly fince the 1728; at which Time the Government was 

ut into a Method of detecting and preventing ſeveral 
Frauds in this Trade by that very Body of Merchants, 
who have been ſince treated in ſo extraordinary a Manner, 
both with Regard to their Characters and Fortunes. Is it 
therefore reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the Frauds undiſcovered 
can poſſibly amount to as much as the whole net Duty hath 
done, for ſeveral Years paſt; or, that an Exciſe would have 
brought them all to Light? No; even the Prejector Him- 

ſelf was ſo far from inſiſting upon this Point within Dort, 
that He did not pretend to advance the Duties upon 7. 
bacco, by the Alteration propoſed above Thirty thouſand 
Pounds @ Year; and, it was demonſtrably proved by ether 
Gentlemen, that it would not really be advanced much above 
a third Part of that Sum, ſuppoſing the ſame Importation and 
an intire Stop put to all Frauds. 

But let us ſuppoſe his own Computation to be juſt, that 
an mm would have increaſed the Duties upon Tobace 
Thirty thouſand Pounds a Year; in that Caſe, I ſay, then 
would ſtill have been wanting Four hundred and ſeventy thou 
fand Pounds a Near, to make up the propoſed Five hunare 
thouſand Pounds, in Lieu of the Land-Tax of one Shilling 
This Sum, therefore, muſt have been raifed by an Improve 


ment of the Duties on ine, which was the other Bran" 
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of his Scheme, Now, it appeared to the Honſe, by the 


Accounts laid before them, that the whole Duties upen this 


Commodity came to little more than 500,000 /, per Anmum, 
ata Medium of ſeven Years, from Chr:i/tmas 1724, to Chri/t- 
mas 1731; and that the Seizures, for the fame Term of 
Years, did not amount to Seven hundred Pounds per Annum 3 
ſo that Four hundred fixty-nine thouſand three hundred Pounds 


Har, the remaining Part of the faid Five hundred thouſand 


Paunds, muſt have been raiſed by an extraordinary Importation 
of Wine, (which would, no doubt, have been of infinite 
Advantage to this Kingdom, in the Ballance of our Trade) 
or by the wonderful Operation of this Scheme, in detecting 
all the myſterious Practices of thefe ſubterraneous Artiſts, 
the | 0 Sx and putting a Stop to thoſe more open 
and daring Delinquents, the Smugglers. 

As ridiculous as this Way of Reaſoning may feem, and 
really is, it contains the whole Force of the Arguments, 
which have been advanced, and ſtill continue to be propagated, 
in Favour of the late Scheme. But as ſinking Men are apt 
to catch at any T wig, and the Prajector is viſibly at his 
Wits End how to pacify the genera! Reſentments of the Peo- 
ple againſt Him, for his late Attempt upon their Liberttes : 
We cannot wonder that He ſhould endeavour to work up the 
landed Men into a Belief that his only Deſign was to eaſe 
Them of their Burthen, and that all this Load of Infamy 
is fallen upon Him purely on their Account. 

I am always inclined to deal tenderly with Men in Di 

z/s, and to argue with Them upon their own Principles, or 
Poftulata, when the Argument will admit of it, as the moſt 
gentle Method of expoſing their Fallacies. Let us there- 
fore ſuppoſe, againſt all moral Certainty, that the late un- 
happy Project would have raiſed the whole Sum pr ed, yet the 
old Queſtion will ſtill recur ; whether a People, who have ex- 
pended aboye Two hundred Millions, for the Support of their 
Liberties, within theſe fifty Years paſt, and ſtill continue to 
pay above Five Millions every Year, on the ſame Account, 
ought to give them up at laſt for the Sake of ſaving Five 
hundred thouſand Pounds a Year in their national Expences ; 
eſpecially, when the fame ſaving might be eaſily made per- 
ſectly conſiſtent with our Conſtitution, by a proper Re- 
duction of the Army, the Suppreſſion of »/ele/s Offices, and 
te Reſumption of exorbitant Penſions, 
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It likewiſe deſerves a ſhort Remark, that not a Farthing 
of this Money, ſuppoſed to be raiſed by an Improvement 
of the Duties on Mine and Tobacco, could have been applied 
to the Eaſe of the Landholders, as the Laws ſtand at pre. 
ſent; for the ſeveral Duties on thoſe Commodities being appro- 
priated to particular Uſes, the Application of them to an 
other Purpoſes would have been a Violation of publick Faith; 
but as this Doctrine is grown too old faſhioned to have an 
Weight with the Friends of the intended Scheme, T ſhall 
not enlarge upon it any farther ; and if the Publick ſhould 
be of Opinion that there is no Weight in ſuch an Ar- 
gument, I muſt inſiſt on it, that a Million might have been 
taken out of the ſinting Fund for the current Expences this 
Year, as well as five hundred thouſand Pounds ; by which 
Means the Land-Tax might have been aboliſhed without an Ex- 
ciſe, as well as <with an Exciſe, had the Projector really in- 
tended it; but this was only the Shoeing-Horn made uſe of 
to draw the landed Gentlemen into the Scheme; and had they 
been ſo weak, the Neceſſity of continuing, if not encreaſing 
the Land-Tax, would ſoon have appeared, by the Dimi- 
nution of the Revenue, which muſt have been the inevitable 
Conſequence of making thoſe Commodities dearer, and the 
Conſumption leſs. Perhaps, I might add, that the Pretence of 
Frauds and Abuſes, in the Collection of the Land-Tax, 
(which the miniſterial Writers have often hinted at already) 
would have been made an Argument, ſome Time or other, 
for converting that Duty likewiſe into an Exci/e. 

I am very far from deſigning to recommend the Miſap- 
plication of the finking Fund, which is ſolemnly appropriated 
by ſeveral Acts of Parliament to the Payment of our Debts, 
and was formerly diſtinguiſhed by the Title of ſacred and in- 
vialable; a Depaſitum which ought not to be diverted to 
any other Purpoſes whatſoever, even in Caſes of the greateſt 
Extremity. This was the Language of a Book publiſhed 
about ſeven Years ago, intitled, An Eſſay on the publick Debts, 
which ,met with the Approbation of a certain Gentleman, 
who called Himſelf at that Time the Father of the jinking 
Fund, and pretended to be exceſſively fond of his Child. In- 
deed, he hath been nibbling at it ever ſince, and drawn 
many a pretty Sum out of it; yet he commonly did it with 
an Appearance of Decency, and under ſome Pretence that 
the Money did not properly belong to the finking Fund. 
But at length he ſeems to haye got over all theſe Scruples, 
and publickly took half a Million from it this Year, without 


any 
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any Diſtinction or Pretence whatſoever. I ſhall not there 
fore be very much ſurprized, if he ſhould demand the whole 
Praduce of it next Year, for the current Expences of the 
Government, I am ſure he may do it with as much Rea- 
ſon and Conſiſtency. with his former Declarations. 

But if it ſhould be judged proper to diſappropriate this 
taſted Fund from the Diſcharge of the publick Debts, I muſt 
beg Leave to offer my Opinion, that it will be much better 
applied to the Reduction of thoſe Duties, which. are moft 
burthenſome on the Neceſſaries of Life, Trade and Manu- 
ſactury, than to the current Service of the Year. This will 
cive the moſt effectual Relief to the Britih Land- holders, 
by rendering Proviſions and Labour cheap, enabling the poor 
Farmer to pay his Rent better, and in Time, perhaps, to 
advance it; whereas the other Method of eaſing the Land, 
by taxing Commodities, is only a nominal Relief for the Pre- 
ſent, which will certainly end in a more grievous Burthen 
than any Land- Tax whatſoever ; for let the Projector and 
his Advocates endeavour to flatter the Landed Gentlemen as 
much as they pleaſe, the Reaſoning of Mr. Locke will always 
hold good; that Taxes, however contrived, or out of whoſe 


Hands ſoever immediately taken, do in a Country, where their 


great Fund is in Land, for the mijt Part, terminate in Land. 

Nay, perhaps, it will be found that thoſe Taxes, which ſeem 

— to affect Land, will moſt ſurely of all others fall the 
ents, |

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Extract from FoG's JOURNAL. 
The Neceſſity of reforming the Law. 


M R. Fog's laſt Journal contains a Letter from one of his 
Correſpondents who thinks a Reformation of the Law 
highly neceſſary. 

Our Laws (fays this Gentleman) are allowed by the Prac- 
ticers themſelves, to be too numerous, tho' contrary, if not 
cintradictory, to one another, or at beſt ſo intricate, and lia- 
ble to vario Interpretations, that what is at one time ad- 
judged to be Law, is at another condemned, and that even 
in the ſame Points; ſo that Caſes may be cited againſt Caſes 
of the ſame Nature, it ＋ OREEY evident, that they 
have been determined both Ways. 

I will not take upon me to ſay, whether ſuch contradictory 
Judgments have proceeded from the Deſect of Underſtand- 
ing in the Judges, or from other Cauſes, not proper to men- 
tion; but this in general, may be obſeryed by all that have 


ſeen any Thing of the Workd, or have had the Misfor- 


tune to travel through We/tmin/ter-hall, that the Suitor, who 
was a very wealthy, or very powerful Adverſary, has a ve- 
ry diſcouraging Proſpect of Succeſs from the Juſtice of his 
Pretenſions. I cannot pretend to preſcribe any Amendments, 
to the many Defects of the Law; I wiſh any of thoſe, that 
are able in the Profeflion, would alſo be fo juſt, and fo ſelf- 
denying, as to deſpiſe the Profits that ariſe from our pre- 
ſent Method of Practice, and with an honeſt Heart chalk 
out the Way to the Happineſs of the Publick, tho' it ſhould 
be to their private Diſadvantage: Such a publick Spirit would 
merit the grateful Acknowledgments of the preſent and fu- 
ture Ages, and as good a Reward from the Government, as 
if they had diſcovered the Longitude, 

You will ſee, from what I have ſaid, that I am not of the 
Profeſſion, and, therefore cannot take upon me to act above 
my Sphere; but I conceive, that it is not the Laws only that 
are defective, or that want to be reftified ; but the Practice 
of them much more; and here I am ſorry that I ſhall be 


obliged to take Notice, that the Courts of Equity (which we 
_ — 
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are told were intended to reſtrain and mitigate the Rigour 
and Severity of the Common-Law) are themſelves (by the 
ſurpriſing Manner of their Practice, eſpecially that of the 
_— of Chancery) become the greateſt Grievances to the 

ubſect. | 4 

It is not in my Power to enumerate a tenth Part of theſe 
Grievances, as not being by Experience converſant in, or 
affected by them; but ſuch as I have been informed of, and 
which ſeem of the moſt grieyous Tendency, I ſhall here 
mention, to ſhew you how thoſe Courts, which (as is be- 
fore hinted) were intended to redreſs Grievances, are become 
one of the greateſt the unfortunate Suitors groan under, 

J believe, that it will be allowed to me, that ſuch Laws, 
and ſuch Practice of thoſe Laws as give the moſt ſpeedy 
and cheap, as well as juſt Relief, are preferable to all others, 
but the Courts of Equity are exclaimed againſt, by all that 
have felt the Effects of their Proceedings, as the moſt dila-. 
tory and moſt exp-nſive of all others, and the Methods 
there uſed to give Remedy, the moſt oppre//zwve of any Courts 
whatſoever. | | 
_ Firſt, I am told, that the Forms of Bills and Anſwers 
might be much ſhortned, by leaving out unneceſlary Repe- 
titions, to the no ſmall Eaſe of the Suitors, who pay largely 
for the Copies of ſuch formal Parts, as are by no Means el- 
ſential to the Merits of the Cauſe in Queſtion ; the ſame 
Faults are found with the unneceſſary Forms of taking De- 
poſitions of Witneſſes, which formal Parts, as they are never 
read, can be of no Uſe, but to encreaſe Charges ; then the 
unſufterable Impertinence of the Regiſters in drawing up 
Orders, where they recite former Orders, which might as 
well be produced, and in decretal Orders, r peat, as I am 
told, the whole Subſtance of the Bills and Anſwers, and even 
the Arguments of Council, which being of no Uſe, are ne- 
ver read, and are a vaſt Addition to the otherwiſe grieyous 
Load of that Office; and the Price paid for every Sheet 
of all theſe Proceedings is intolerable, conſidering how little 
is contained in them, and the vaſt Buſineſs of that Court 
now, beyond what it was when thoſe Fees were firſt eſta- 
bliſhed ; then the exorbitant Fees given to, and expected by 
Council, (or your Bufmeſs will be neglected) and even to 
their Clerks, who do nothing for it, is indeed unſupportable, 
eſpecially at the Hearings of Cauſes. | 

You, haye already touched upon the Grievance of Exr- 
dition Money ; herein the Courts of Law as well as Equity 

are 
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are equally guilty ;. ſcarce any Buſineſs will be done in time, 
in any Office, unleſs you offer it. | 

But to return to the Courts of Equity, and that we may 
conſider the Conſequences that attend any Perſon, who has 
the Misfortune to have a Decree given againſt him, I ſhall 
here enumerate ſome of them, as they have been related 
to me. by Practicers, and from ſome Knowledge of them 
myſelf, in the Sufferings of a Friend and Acquaintance. 

For Inſtance, a Plaintiff files a Bill to recover a Debt, 
which he could not eaſily come at, or prove by the Rules 
of Law, he at laſt obtains a Decree for it, with, or without 
Coſts, as the Caſe may happen; he ſerves a Subpœna, and, 
for want of Payment, Attachments and other Writs iſſue for 
the Defendant's Contempt, the Perſon refuſing to pay is ta 
be compelled thereto, by Impriſonment, or ſeiz ing his Eſtate, 
(if he has any) Real and Perſonal; if his Perſon is taken, 
no Proceedings are had againſt his Eftate, unleſs that be in 
Controverſy ; but if to avoid a Goal, he abſents, and can- 
not be found, his Eſtate is entered upon, and ſequeſtred to 
pay the Debt, and thus far no doubt the Proceedings are 
juſt and equitable ; bat the Oppreſſion uſually lies in the Man- 
ner of levying the Debt, for in the Debtor's Abſence the Court 
uſually appoints Sequeſtrators (as I am told) to ſeize and ſell 
all Perſonal Eftates, and to receive the Rents and Profits of 
Real Eftates, till Payment be made of Debt and Coſts ; but 
how is this Power executed, why, truly the Sequeſtrators 
(who by the way are generally rapacious Attornies) enter 
upon, and take Poſlefiion of the Debtor's Eſtate, they ſell 
the Perſonal Goods for a Quarter of their Value, ſet up 
Friends of their own to purchaſe what is valuable, perhaps, 
for themſelves ; but before this is done, for ſome conlidera- 
ble Time, they ſubſtitute in their Room (as if they were 
aſhamed to act. the helliſh Part of the Tragedy themſelves 
in Perſon) a like Number of Bailifts, as their Repreſentatives 
(and indeed the Attornies themſelves are hut Bailiffs in 
Maſquerade) to take Poſſeſſion ; theſe live at Diſcretion upon 
the ſequeſtred Premiſes, and like military Dragoons, make 
good their Quarters upon the Debtor's Eſtate ; ſo that if 
there are any Moveables, they ſoon confiſcate them to their 
own Uſe; the Sequeſtrators in the mean Time ſcarce ever 
appear above once or twice to act in this Farce, but charge 
and expect to be paid at leaſt 6s. 8d. a Day each, as Fees

dulges them in it, as believing he is to hold the Eſtate itil 
Payment of Debt and Charges ; the Maſter, who is to con- 
fider the Bill of Charges, allows theſe Demands, and reports 
fo much due, alledging, that it is the Courſe and Practice 
of the Court ſo to do: If you apply to the Court, you are 
either ſent back to the ſame (diſobliged) Maſter, or told, 
you are not to ſtand in Contempt of the Court, and have 
no Right to be heard, till you have obeyed its Decree ; when 
all this while, the Truth is, the Defendant is not really in 
Contempt, that is, he does not refuſe Payment through 
Obſtinacy, but Diſability ; he has not Money to pay, he 
can have no Credit upon his Eſtate becauſe it is affected by 
the Decree, or is under a prior Settlement, and he but Te- 
nant for Life, and therefore cannot borrow Money on it.--- 
What is done in this Caſe ?----Why, according to Cuſtom, 
the Sequeſtration continues, the Charges eat up the Eſtate, 
and the real Debt is not paid at laſt, and the Reaſon given 
for ſuch Proceedings is, that the Court of Equity cannot 
give Damages, and therefore by way of Puniſhment for the 
(unavoidable) Contempt, the Defendant muſt be puniſhed 
with ſuch Coſts. Is this agreeable to Equity ! far be it from 
any wiſe and juſt Legiſlature to countenance it; for it is fo 
far from doing Juſtice and Equity either to Plaintiff or De- 
fendant, that it is really plundering them both ; and becauſe 
a Debtor is not able to pay, therefore the little he has ſhall 
be raviſhed from him and his ſtarving Family, and giving to 
the Attornies and Bailiffs, who are in no wiſe intereſted, 
but as they are authorized by the Court, as their Officers---- 
it is in Effect robbing both Parties to give it to ſuch Officers; 
and it is vain to ſay in Excuſe, that this is the Courſe of 
the Court, for if it be ſo, it ought to be changed, and it te- 
quires no Act of Parliament to enable ſuch Change; for the 
Judges of theſe Courts of Equity (as they are called) have it 
abſolutely in their own Power to redreſs all theſe Grievanccs, 
without the Aſſiſtance of the Legiſlature, as theſe are Points 
of Practice only, and not Laws, they are fixed and unalte- 
rable, without the Help of the Legiſlature, 

It is to be hoped, that our Chancellors have complied with 
this Practice only as they have found it to be ſo uſed, rather 
than as they thought it %, and that when it is ſeriouſly con- 
ſidered ſome Remedy will ſpeedily be applied to ſo oppreſ- 
five a Proceeding, as well as to the other numerous Grie- 


vances in that and other Courts; eſpecially, ſince Enquiry : 
ner 
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now to be made into the Fees of all the Courts, amongſt 
which this and ſuch- like unreaſonable Practices cannot fail 
of Redreſs.

The Tricks uſed by our Malecontents, to impoſe upon the 
People. 


A Converſation between Mr. Osborne and an hone/t Toy. 


O R Malecontents (ſays Mr. Osborne) being fully ſen- 
ſible of their Inability to produce either Fa# or Reaſm 
to prove any thing done by the People againſt publick Good, 
lay their whole Streſs upon a Word; Exciſe is the Word; 
a late Scheme for preventing Frauds in the Cuſtoms, hath 
been ſo wrought up, as to make the People belieye that 
Ill was deſigned them: But their Credulity aroſe from Mi/- 
repreſentation ; for the Scheme has been wickedly repreſented, 
as big with ten thouſand Evils, and deſtructive of Trad: 
and Liberty; whereas there was no Evil in it, but the ad- 
ditional Trouble to a feto Tradeſmen, which could not be 
helped; for, *twas impoſſible to prevent the Frauds without 
giving them that additional Trouble. But to aſſert, as 15 
conſtantly done, that the Scheme was prejudicial to TRADE 
and LIBERTY, is as ſenſeleſs 2s *tis wicked; which I will 
demonſtrate in a very few Words, | 
No Taxes on Home Conſumption can be prejudicial to Trac, 
but what raiſe the Price of Goods ſo high that the Peo- 
ple cannot reach them. But this could not - be the Caſe 
bere; for there was no New Tax laid: It was only a Cu- 
tinuation of the Old Tax, with ſuch a New Manner of 
collecting it, as would greatly Benefit the Fair-Trader, by 
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tindring of Smuggling, and preventing the Running of Goods: 
Trade, therefore, it could not prejudice but promote. And 
is to Liberty, it could no way affect That; for Liberty as. 
Grernment by juſt and equal Laws : and thoſe are juſt and 
ual Laws which ſecure our Perſons and Properties, andleave: 
us in the full Poſſeſſion of our Minds, and the free Exer- 
ge of our rational Faculties. Now, pray, which way does 
the Scheme about Tobacco and Mine, affect our Liberties © 
How does it render the Security of our Perſons and Pro- 
erties Jeſs certain or more precarious ? Or, how does it a- 
bridge us of the Liberty of Thinking or ſpeaking what we 
count Right? The Faction ſeems to talk of Liberty without 
Ideas: for by Civil Liberty is not meant, an Exemption from 
the Obligations of Law and Reaſon ; nor by Natural Li- 
berty neither; but a Liberty of doing what is Right: Al 
other Liberty, is Licentiouſneſs ; and not a Bleſſmg, but a 
Curſe. In a State of Nature, no Men have any Rights 
but what are canſiſtent with the Rights of others; nor ought 
they to have in a State of Government; for that would be 
ſalverting the very End and Defign of Government; which 
s only a Recognition, E/tabliſhment, and Enforcement of the 
Great and Univerſal Law of Nature: But this Liberty of 
Smuggling, Defrauding the Government of its legal Dues, 
and prejudicing the Fair Trader, is a Liberty incanſiſtent with 
the Rights of others, and ought, therefore, to be prevented, 
tho' the Conſequence he a little more Trouble to Tradeſ- 
men: nor haye the Tradeſmen a Right to be exempt from 
that Trouble, which is abſolutely neceſſary to prevent great 
Frauds, and fo encourage the Fair Trader. 

This, I think, is Truth and Juſtice, To talk then of 
the Scheme's being prejudicial to Liberty, is moſt ridiculous 
Cant, and popular Phrenzy : Nor is it poſſible, that ſuch a 
Notion ſhould ever have prevailed, had it not been artfully 
put about by the Heads of the Faction, to ſink the M-—--r ; 
and then ecchoed back by all thoſe Tradeſmen who are Friends 
to the glorious Liberty of Smuggling and Clandeſtine "Trade 
till at laſt it came to be generally believed, that all Things 
were to be exciſed, and all Men made Slaves.

The Advantages obtained for us by the A# of Settlement, 
which We ought to look upon as our ſecond Magna 
Charta, | 


R. D' Auvers begins his Ioft Craftſman with ab- 
ſerving, that the Love of Liberty is natural to 
en Man, and then ſpeaking of the Engliſh 
Conſtitution. | | 
ERR It is our great Happineſs (ſays Mr. D' Auvers) 
that his preſent Majeſty's Dominion is founded upon a bet- 
ter Title than either the I or Hereditary Right. 
He owes it purely to the Voice of the People in Parliament. 
He got it by their Favour, and will keep it by their Aﬀec- 
tion; nor is it leſs for the Advantage of his Family, than 
for that of the Nation, that He came to the Throne upon 
theſe Terms. . The Limitations and Conditions, by the due 
Obſervance of which he is entitled to it, will ſerve as a 
certain Rule to his Poſterity, by which, if They guide 
Nums, XXV. B Them. 
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Themſelves, They may depend upon the Hearts and Purſes 
of their Subjects to all Eternity. His Predeceſſors had not 
the ſame Advantages, They were bred up in a Notion, that 
their Preregatiue intitled Them to do what They pleaſed ; 
nor were the Privileges of the People ſo firmly aſcertained. 
This occaſioned perpetual Jealouſies: Gave Opportunities 
for evil Miniflers to impoſe upon the Prince, and for ſedi- 
tious Perſons to inflame the People. It often gave Riſe to 
unwarrantable Acts of Power; and thus frequently expoſed 
both the Ryyal Family and the Nation to the utmoſt Con- 
fuſion, | 

Machiavel, in his political Diſcourſes, lays down this Po- 
ſition: That no Government can long enjoy Liberty, unleſs it 
be frequnth brought back to its firſt Principles. It is the Na- 
ture of. all Government to degenerate. As it grows older, 
it gradually deviates and flies farther from its firſt Intention, 
which is ſingly the Advantage of Society; 'till at laſt it 
attains ſuch a Degree of Corruption, that its Order be- 
comes intirely inverted, and that Inſtitution, by which the 
Prince was firſt only the Servant of the Publick, obliges 
the Publick to be Slaves to the Prince, For this Reaſon, he 
recommends a frequent Renewal of the Conſtitution, The 
frequent Revolutions in this Kingdom have, in a great Mea- 
ſure, anſwered this End. They have purged off the Luxu- 
riancies of Power; and tho” few of them have gone ſo deep 
as to bring us back to the primitive Purity of our Conſtitu- 
tion, yet they have ſtill preſerved us a free People, when Li- 
berty is loſt in almoſt every other Part of Europe. 

The 4% Rewlution has done more for us than any of the 
Reſt, I would not be underſtood to ſpeak of That, which 
was brought about in Favour of our great Deliverer the 
Prince of Orange. I mean That, by which the preſent rojal 
Family were ſeated upon the Throne. This happy Change 
in our Government, tho' it is not marked out by any ſuch 
Appellation, is the moſt important we have had. It has 
amounted within a few Degrees of that Reduction to the 
firft Principles of Government, which Machiavel recommends, 
Qur Conſtitution has received a new Spring from it ; and 
had we taken Care to guard againſt a few Inconveniencies, 
as we might have done, or uſed the fame Caution to pre- 
vent new Dangers, as to redreſs old Grievances, our Liber- 
ties had been delivered down to our Poſterity, atter a thou- 
ſand Years, more ſecure, and with a greater W of 
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long 1 than at the very Beginning of the Common- 
wealth. 

Monarchy was originally very different from what it is at 
preſent in all arbitrary Government. Kings were then no 
mare than Chiefs, or principal Magiſtrates in States Repub- 
lican and free, | 

It ought to give every Englihman the greateſt Satisfac- 
tion to find the Conſtitution we now live under, ſince its 
laſt Renewal, bearing ſo near a Reſemblance to primitive Li- 
berty. Our Princes are now, in a great Meaſure, upon the 
ſame Foot with theſe Chiefs, or principal Magi/trates of old. 
They have Authority given Them to defend the Laws of the 
Land, but not to break them. They have too lately re- 
ceived their Crown from the Hands of the Nation, to for- 
get that it is to Them only they owe it, and, that conſe- 
quently they can be entitled to no Powers but what are 
granted by them. The People muſt ſtill remember, that 
their own Hands adorned the Temples of their Kings, and 
can have Recourſe to known and poſitive Laws, if Privilege 
and Prerogative ſhould ever claſh. They are no longer to 
be abuſed by the Sound of Words ; nor will They ſuffer 
Themſelves any longer to be duped into an Opinion, be- 
cauſe moſt of Thoſe, who have enjoyed the Title of King, 
have alſo enjoyed an arbitrary Sway, that, therefore, regal 
Authority a inevitably import an abſolute Dominion, The 
juſtly look upon this Word as one of the Many, which 
have different Meanings; and fignifies with us no other 
than a third Eftate, ſuperior to every Individual, yet in- 
ferior to the collective Body of the People, whoſe Advantage 
and Proſperity were the only Cauſes of its Exiſtence, 

The A of Settlement has obtained all theſe great Advan- 
tages for us. That Compact between Prince and People, which 
has been formerly treated by ſome Perſons as a meer Chi- 
mera, is now no longer to be diſputed. In that AF are 
contained certain Stipulations and Conditions, under which 
the Prince has conſented to accept, and by which Tenure 
only he holds his Crown. By theſe Means every Subject 
in the Nation may know the preciſe Extent of his Prince's 
Power, and the Meaſures of his own Allegiance; how far 
and how long he is bound to obey. 

It would be tedious to enumerate the many wiſe and 
prudent Reſtrictions of this our ſecond Magna- Charta. 
ſhall only mention tzvo of the fundamental Points in this publick 
AR, which ſufficiently envince the Care and ' Zeal, _ 
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which the Parliament, on this Occaſion, purſued the In- 
tereſt of the Nation. They even ſeem, if we may judge 
from what has ſince happened, to have carried their Caution 
beyond the Bounds of abſolute Neceſſity, or Prudence. Be- 
ing apprized, that the Dominions of the preſent Royal Family 
were very conſiderable Abroad, and not knowing how far 
their Tenderneſs for their native Country might carry them 
to the Prejudice of this Kingdom. They made theſe tws 
Points the principal Conditions of their Government; Fir, 
That the King ſhould never leave his Britiſh Dominion without 
Conſent of Parliament; and Secondly, That He ſhould never 
engage England in any Brails relating to his foreign Terri- 
tories, I think I may venture to ſay, without any Reflec- 
tion upon the Prudence of the Parliament, who inſiſted 
upon theſe Conditions, that they were, upon this Occaſion, a 
little deficient in gad Manners; but this Error may be for- 
given as it proceeded from their Zeal, and We have ſince 
corrected it, by abandoning thoſe two Points, of which I 
have been ſpeaking. The Fir/? ſoon after his late Maje- 
ſty's Acceſſion to the Throne; the Other not long ago, in 
that juſt, honourable, and ever-memorable Reſolution of 
the Houſe of Commons, by which we engaged to ſupport 
and maintain his Majeſty's German Domanions, with the ut- 
moſt Efforts of Great-Britain. 

The remaining Articles of the Au of Settlement are of 
ſuch a Nature, that we have no Reaſon to fear they will 
be diſpenſed with, I have already ſhewn how much it is 
the Intereſt of the Prince, as well as the People to maintain 
them, I have mentioned many Advantages ariſing from a 
Settlement eſtabliſhed on the Foot of Liberty. T hey are ſuch, 
that I think any Man, who endeavours to raiſe the Preroga- 
tive one Step higher than it ſtands at preſent, or even argues 
in Favour of ſuch Conduct, either with a View to ſeduce 
the People, or to ingratiate himſelf with his Prince, is the 
worſt of Traytors, and deſerves the Curſe and Hatred of the 
whole Community, | 

Sir William Temple, in his Obſervations upon the Dutch 
Republick, makes this judicious Remark. ----- That this 
„ ſtomachful People, who could not endure the leaſt Exer- 
« ciſe of arbitrary Power, or Impoſitions, under the Spaniſb 
& Government, have been ſince inured to diet them in the 
c higheſt Degree, under their own popular Magiſtrates; 
<« bridled with hard Laws; terrified with ſevere Execu- 
tions; environed with Foreign Forces; and oppreſſed __ 
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« the moſt cruel Hardſbips, and Variety of Taxes, that was 


« ever known under any Government,” 

The Reaſon of this great and general Content, under the 
moſt ſevere Oppreſſion, was only this; that they found every 
one ſubject to the * Law. The Perſons in the Admi- 
niſtration could make no Advantage from the publick Ca- 
lamities ; on the contrary, they felt the Weight of the pub- 
ick Misfortunes more heavily than thoſe, who had leſs In- 
tereſt in the general Welfare. It was never obſerved in 
that Country, that the principal Men in the Commonweaſth en- 
creaſed in Riches, in Proportion as the Country grew poorer, 
or the Publick laboured under heavier Taxes, Theſe Evils 
were well guarded againſt by their Conſtitution ; and there- 
fore they conſidered all their Misfortunes as a wiſe and juſt 
Regulation of Providence for ſome important Ends, which 
conſequently they never repined at. 

The Hanover Succeſſion under the Limitations, which J have 
mentioned, and on which it is founded, has obtained, in a 
great Meaſure, theſe Advantages for us. The Prince him- 
ſelf is now ſubject to the Law, and the Act of Settlement binds 
him equally with the meaneft Peaſant. 

The Benefits of this excellent Eſtabliſhment are not ſo eaſily 
diſcovered, *till ſome Abuſes happen. But if ever a weak 
and corrupt Adminiſtration ſhould ariſe ; if an evil Minifter 
ſhould embe zle the publick Treaſure ; if he ſhould load the 
Nation, in Times of Peace, with Taxes greater than would 
be neceſſary to defray the Charge of an expenſive War; if 
the Money, thus raiſed, ſhould be expended, under the Pre- 
tences of ſecret Services, to line his own Pockets; to ſtop the 
Mouths of his hungry Dependants ; to bribe ſome future Par- 
liament to approve his Meaſures, and to patch up an ill-di- 
reſted, baſe, diſhonourable Peace with foreign Powers, whom 
he ſhall haye offended by a continued Series of Provocations 
and Blunders ; if he ſhould adviſe his Sovereign to make it 
a Maxim that his Security conſiſted in the Continuance or In- 
creaſe of the publick Debts, and that his Grandeur was founed 
on the Poverty of his Subjects; if he ſhould hazard the Af- 
fections of the People, by procuring greater Revenues for 
the Crown, than they could be able to ſpend, or the People 
be well able to raiſe; and after this engage his Prince to 
demand ftill farther Sums as his Right, which all Men ſhould 
be ſenſible were not his Due; I fay, if the Nation ſhould 
ever fall under theſe unhappy Circumſtances, they will then 
hind the Excellence of a free Conflitaiiov. The publick Diſ-

Settlement, Let us ptize it as we ought, Let us not have 


the worſe Opinion of the Thing itſelf, becauſe it may, in 
ſome Inſtances, be abuſed. But let us retain the higheſt Ve- 
neration for it. Let us remember how much it is our Right, 
and let us reſolve to preſerve it untainted and inviolate.

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GERMANY. 


THE Saxon Troops, being provided with a good Train of 

Artillery, were ordered to meet at the Place of their Ge- 
neral Rendezvous on the 1oth Inſtant, that they may be in 
a Readineſs to march into Poland on the firſt Notice, The 
Elector of Saxony has agreed to let the Emperor have 30000 
Men of his Troops, beſides the 6000, he is obliged by Treaty 
to furniſh at his own Charge, to enable him the better to 
carry on the Deſigns they have jointly in View. The other 
Articles of the Treaty lately concluded between his Imperial 
Majeſty and the Elector, are faid to be, that the latter ſhall 
Guaranty the Pragmatick Sanction, and that, in return, the 
Emperor ſhall give up his Pretenſions to the Biſhopricks of 
Naumburg, Mersburg, and Meiſſen, and conſent that they 
ſhall remain for ever annexed to the Houſe of Saxony. It is 
however hardly to be believed, that the Elector ſhould give 
up his Claims, in right of the eldeſt Foſephine Archducheſs, 
tor the undiſturbed Liberty of wearing a Feather in his Cap, 
which he wears already; eſpecially if the Report be true, 
that the Emperor has offered the Netherlands to the Elector 
of Bavaria, in Lieu of his Claim in Right of the youngeſt 
Toſephine Archducheſs. | 

We are adviſed from Vienna, that his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty has expreſſed very little Satisfaction at the Primate of 
Paland's Anſwer to his laſt Declaration. The Imperialiſts 
are preparing to form another Camp in Bohemia, which will 
conſiſt of 25000 Men, chiefly Troops out of Hungary, and 
are to be in a Readineſs to march whitherſoever Occaſion 

require, 

Notwithſtanding the frequent Reports of the King of 
Pruffia's having declared, in the preſent Situation of Affairs, 
in Favour of the Emperor's Views, it can hardly be ima-

PHE Diettine of Cracow, the ancienteſt Palatinate of the 
Kingdom, and thoſe of Great Poland, have been held 
without any Dijſorder, their Refolutions having been unani- 
mous for the Excluſion of FoREIGN ERS. At the Diettine 
of Placto, there had like to have been a Diſturbance, which 
might have proved fatal.

Creation, have made more Noiſe among Divines and Philo- 
ſanbers than any other Books which the preſent Age have 
produced. 

We ſhall not in this Place either ju/t:f/ or condemn the 
Doctor's Notions, with Reſpect to Reaſon and Revelation. 
Thus far we cannot help ſaying, that he led a Life con- 
formable to the ſublimeſt Rules of Morality; and, that his 
laſt W1LL is an undeniable Inſtance, and will ſtand as ſuch 
to future Ages, that he was poſſeſſed in the higheſt Degree 
of the moſt valuable Virtues; namely, The Love of his COUN- 
TRY; The Love of MERIT, and The Hatred of OPPREs- 
SION. His Principles in Politicks where thoſe of an 0LD 
Wulf: In theſe he lived, in theſe he died. He continued 
likewiſe to the Laſt in the ſame Sentiments which he had ex- 
preſſed for many Years ſince, with reſpect to revealed Reli- 

gion. 
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fiom, He ſuffered the moſt exquiſite Torments, from the 
Stone and a Pain in his Bowels, for about eight Days toge- 
ther before his Deceaſe, yet continued ſenſible to the laſt 
Gaſp, and bore all his Pains with the Fortitude and Reſolution 
of a Stoick, His Diſcourſes to his Friends, and thoſe about 
him, while he lay undef theſe melancholy Circumſtances; 
and ſaw inevitable Death approaching, have been taken down 
in Writing, and carefully preſerved. They will, in due 
Time be communicated to the Publick, together with his 
Life, prefixed to ſeveral curious Pieces which he has left be- 
hind him, and which ſome Days before his Death he com- 
mitted, with his own Hands, to the Care of a Gentleman, 
in whoſe Honour he placed the higheſt Confidence, and whoſe 
Knowledge in every Branch of Learning qualifies him for the 
Diſcharge of ſo important a Truft. 

By the Death of this great Man, who was the Senior Fel- 
low of All-Souls-College in Oxford, and (if we are rightly in- 
formed) the eldeſt Member of that learned Univerſity, there 
is a Fellowſhip cf Al- Souls become Vacant. A Penſion like- 
wiſe reverts to the Crown, 'which he received for ſeveral 
conſiderable Services he had done the State, and which was 

unctually paid him for many Years before his Death.

We come now to the Hiſtory of Perſia, and the 
Life of Cyrus, with which our Author begins his fourth Book, 
or. the Second of his ſecond Volume. He divides this Book 
into two J arts; the Firſt contains ſome general Obſervations 
on Perfia, with the Lives of Cyrus, his Son Camlyſes, and 
Smerdis, otherwiſe Artaxerxes, to the Advancement of Da- 
rius to the Throne; and in the Second, he gives ſome Ac- 
count of the Manners and: Cuſtoms of the Nations he.has,

been treating of, under four general Heads, viz. their Go- 
vernment, War, Arts and Sciences, and Religion. 


I. Pera (ſays our Author) was originally no more than 
a ſingle Province of that prodigious Tract of Land, which 
afterwards took that Name. In order to introduce the Life 
of Cyrus, with which Mr. Rollin thinks fit to begin his 
Epoch of the Perſian Empire, after having obſerved in gene- 
ral, that their Laws were remarkably Good, he proceeds to 
give ſome Account of thoſe which had a Regard to Educa- 
tion, and which, ſays he, were particularly Excellent. The 
Education of the Perſian Youth was not left, as in moſt 
other Countries, intirely in the . Diſpoſition of their Pa- 
rents, who, either through an over great Fondneſs, a 
Neglect, or a Want of proper Qualifications themſelves, 
were frequently very unfit to take this Office upon them, 
but was directed by Publick Laws, made for that Purpoſe, 
and theſe Laws were ſo particular and extenſive, as to order 
their very Diet, Exerciſes and Puniſhments of the Youth. 
The Perſians divided their Males into four Claſſes, or Or- 
ders, according to their ſeyeral Ages ; the firſt Claſs con- 
ſiſted of Boys under ſixteen; the Second of Youths, which 
Name they bore *till they had attained the Age of five or ſix- 
and-twenty ; the Third of Men to the Age of fifty ; and the 
Fourth of all who were above that Age. Whatever Rank 
or Quality they were of, one and the ſame Method was ob- 
ſerved in the Education of All ; they had certain Rules pre- 
ſcribed, and Stations aſſigned them, agreeable to their Age 
and Claſs, to which they were all, without Exception, equal- 
ly tied down. After this Manner (continues our Author) 
was Cyrus educated ; and it was obſervable, that in every 
Period of his Life, and in every Qualification, natural or ac- 
quired, he out-{tripped thoſe of his Claſs. Perſia, before C- 
rus, was a ſeparate Kingdom, of which his Father, Cam- 
byſes (according the Xenophon, whom our Author rather ad- 
heres to than to Herodotus) was King. Cyrus, having at- 
tained to the twelfth Year of his Age, was carried by his 
Mother to the Court of his Grandfather, A/ftyages, where 
he diſcovered fo engaging a Temper, and ſuch a Vivacity ot 
Mind, as made him univerſally loved and eſteemed. Hav- 
ing ſpent three Years in Media, he was obliged, in Obedi- 
ence to his Father's Commands, to return to Pera, and there 
to go through the Remainder of his Education. After the 


Death of A/yages, Cyaxares, his Son, obſerving that the Ba- 
bylonians 
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lonians were not only making vaſt Preparations for War 
themſelves, but were exciting the King of India, and all the 
Reſt of his Neighbours, to take up Arms againſt the Medes, 
was apprehenſive of the Conſequences, and, for his greater 
Security, deſired Succours of Cambyſes, King of Perſia. Cam- 
byſes ſent his Son Cyrus, with 30,000 Men, to aid his Uncle; 
and, upon his Arrival in Media, he was ſent by him againſt 
the Armenians, who had revolted. Cyrus was ſucceſsful, and 
not only brought them again to a Senſe of their Duty, and un- 
der the Median Y oke, but obliged them to provide both Mo- 
ney and Troops the better to enable him to purſue the War 
againſt the Babylonians, He accompanied his Uncle in his 
Expedition againſt them, overcame them in Battle, flew Ne- 
rigliſſor, their King, and took a very great Booty, together 
with a great Number of Captives. Cyrus left all theſe to Cy- 
axares, purſued the Bahhlonians, ravaged their Country, freed 
ſeveral Nations from the A/rian Yoke, and then returned 
to Media, crowned with Hbnour and Glory. So great Suc- 
ceſs gave him ſuch a Reputation, as raiſed a Jealouſy in the 
Mind of his Uncle, and made him apprehenſive that his Ne- 
phew had attempted to alienate the Hearts of his Subjects from 
the Obedience due to their Sovereign ; but Cyrus ſoon con- 
vinced him of his untainted Fidelity, and wrought fo far up- 
on his Gratitude, that he gave him his only Daughter to 
Wife, and the Promiſe of all Media for her Dowry. 

Neceſſary Preparations having, in the mean Time, been 
made for the Continuance of the War, Cyrus marched with 
his Army on a third Expedition, and having Information, 
that Cræſus was at the Head of his Enemies, he led his 
Troops directly into Lydia, engaged them, tho* double his 
Number, and defeated them in the memorable Battle of 
Thymbrea, of which we have an ample Relation in Aunaphon. 
This Victory was followed by the Surrender of Sardis, the 
very next Day; the Inhabitants of which, as well as Craſus 
himſelf, gave up their immenſe Riches to the Conqueror, as 
a Ranſom for th ir Lives. Cyrus treated the captive King 
with great Humanity and Honour, leaving him not only the 
Dignity, but the Authority of a Sovereign, that of waging 

ar only excepted. Having now ſubdued all Mia minor, 
Hria, and Arabia, the whole Eaſt afforded him nothing 
more to conquer but the City of Babylon, 

The Walls of this once ſo famous City were ſo high and 
ſtrong, that they were reckoned almoſt impregnable, and 
beſides, they were, at this Time, defended by an infinite

Number of Warrious, furniſhed with ſufficient Proviſions 
for above twenty Years. Cyrus ſoon ſaw the Improbabili- 
ty of taking it by Storm, and the Impoſſibility of reducing 
it by Famine; however, he feigned the Latter, and made 
a Line of Circumyallation quite round it, as if that had 
actually been his Intent. The Gariſon ridiculed his Pro- 
ject, and, blinded by an imaginary Security, were preparing 
to celebrate a great Feſtival, at which it was uſual, both for 
the Courtiers and Citizens, to paſs the whole Night in Re- 
velling, and all Manner of Debauchery. Cyrus laid hold 
of this Opportunity to execute his real Deſign, and the 
Trench he had cauſed to be drawn round the whole City 
being by that Time finiſhed, he ordered two Bodies of 
Troops to aſſemble, one where the River flows into the 
City, and the other where is goes out again, with Orders to 
march into the City at both Ends at once, through the Chan- 
nel of the River, as ſoon as they fhould perceive it paſſable. 
This done, and Night being come on, the Trenches were 
opened on byth Sides of the River, above and below the 
City, and the Courſe of the Water thereby directed round it 
by them. The Channel being thus made dry, the two Bo- 
dies of Troops entered the City, advanced to the very Heart 
of it, without any Reſiſtance, and ſurprized the Guards: 
They then found little or nd Difficulty in making themſelves 
Maſters of the Palace, and meeting the King, at the Head 
of ſome few of his Followers, flew him on the Spot. 

Cyrus, having in this Manner taken the City of Bahn 
by Stratagem, gave Orders to =- all who vere found in the 
Streets, and that the Citizens ſhould not go out of their 
Houſes the whole Night. In the Morning, the Gariſon of 
the Caſtle, finding the City in the Enemies Hands, and their 
King ſlain, ſurrendered at Diſcretion ; and thus Cyrus became 
Maſter of the moſt important Fortreſs and City in the 
World, almoſt without Bloodſhed. 

T his Stratagem of Cyrus was immediately followed by an- 
other; for deſigning to eſtabliſh the principal Seat of his Em- 
pire in Babylen, and wiſely conſidering, that the Inhabitants 
would have no great Affection for his Perſon, he provided 
for his Security, by employing none about him, either in the 
Bath, at Table, or in his Chamber, but Eunuchs. Theſe 
Wretches, ſo contemptible in their Circumſtances, and hav- 
ing neither Children, nor Families, he thought would be 
inviolably faithful to him, as having no other Ji -reit to 
ſerve, He then nominated the Officers of the Miliua, and 
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appointed proper Perſons to adminiſter, as well Juſtice to 
the Publick, as his own Revenues, and having firſt offered 
a ſolemn Sacrifice to the Gods, with all the Profuſeneſs and 
Magnificence imaginable, he ſet out on his Return to Perſia. 
After ſome Time ſpent there, he came back to Babylon, 
and taking his Uncle Cyaxares with him thither, he gave 
him, as long as he lived, a very great Share in the Govern- 
ment of this vaſt Empire. He divided it into 120 Diſtricts, 
or Provinces, over which were ſo many Governors, called 
Satrapæ, and over theſe preſided three ſuperior Officers, or 
Superintendants, the Chief of whom was Daniel the Pro- 
phet, who had long before held the greateſt Emploies under 
the Kings of Babylom. | 

Cirrus enjoyed the Fruits of his Labours in Tranquility 
and Eaſe, and reigned ſeven Years after the Death of Cya- 
xares, the Joy of his Subjects, the Terror of his Enemies, 
and the Wonder of the World. He generally reſided in the 
Winter at Babylon, and the Summer at Syſa, or Ecbatan; 
and preſerved his Health and Vigour toa very advanced Age. 
The Confines of his vaſt Empire were the Caſpian and 
Euxine Seas on the North; the Indies on the Eaſt ; the Ethi- 
opian and Arabian Seas on the South; and the Egean Sea on 
the Weſt.

you, and ſhall require the Care and Conſideration of Par- 
liament, 


Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 


J will order the proper Officers to lay before you the 
Eſtimates for the Service of the current Year ; and I make 
no doubt, but that you will, with the ſame Chearfulneſs, 
as I have always experienced in you, effectually raiſe ſuch 
Supplies, as you ſhall judge neceſſary for the Honour, Safety, 
and Defence of the Kingdom ; and I cannot but recommend 
it to you, as a Conſideration worthy the Commons of 
Great-Britain, and that in all your Deliberations, as well 
upon raiſing the annual Supplies, as the Diſtribution of the 
publick Revenues, you purſue ſuch Meaſures, as will moſt 
conduce to the preſent and future Eaſe of thoſe you repre-

Are not our 
Neighbours the French ſtill going on in fortifying and re- 
ſtoring the Harbour of Dunkirk, under our very Noſe, 
and contrary to the Faith of the moſt Solemn 'T reaties ? 
We cannot now ſay that the French are our good Allies, 
and by their Behaviour in this Particular we may ſee 
that we cannot, much depend on the Faith of any of the 
Treaties now ſubſiſting between us and them: Even this 
very Affair we may perhaps in a little time hear made uſe 
of as an Argument for our keeping up a numerous Stand- 
ing Army in time of Peace; and can we expreſs a Sa- 
tisſaction at the preſent Situation of our Affairs, as long 
as there is any Argument left for keeping up a nume- 
rous Standing Army in time of Peace, which has al- 
ways been thought ſo inconſiſtent with the Conſtitution 
and the Liberties of our Country.” | 
Have our Merchants, S:r, as yet met with any Redreſs 
for thoſe Depredations committed upon them by the Spa- 
niards ? Is not that Affair ſtill delayed and put off, not- 
withſtanding of the moſt explicite Engagements entered in- 
to by the famous Treaty of Seville; that Treaty which we 
have heard ſo much applauded, and by whick we entered 
into Engagements of the greateſt Conſequence ;-0n our 
part it has been moſt punctually performed, and yet our 
* plundered Countrymen, our Merchants are ſtill waiting for 
* that Reparation which in Juſtice is due to them, which by 
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the moſt ſolemn Engagements has been ſtipulated for them, 
and which was, I may ſay, the only Stipulation in our 
Favour contained in that Treaty. Shall we then ſay, Sir, 
that we are ſatisfied with the preſent Situation of our Af- 
fairs, while the Cries and Complaints of our injured and 
unredrefſed Countrymen are daily meeting us in every 
Corner of the Streets? | 

Again, Sir, as to our Home Affairs, is not our Trade 
daily decaying? even our ſtaple Manufacture is almoſt quite 
undone. There is ſcarcely any ſort of Trade in a thriving 
Condition, but that in Change-Alley, and there, Sir, there 
are ſuch abominable Frauds, and ſuch wicked Impoſitions 
daily practiſed, that many honeſt well-meaning Men 
have thereby been totally ruined and undone. Does not 
almoſt every Seffion of Parliament open to us ſome new 
Scene of Villany and Roguery ? Theſe Calamities are al- 
moſt univerſal; they do not fall upon ſingle Perſons, or 
upon a few, but upon Multitudes at a time; and theſe, 
Sir, for what I know, may be owing in ſome Meaſure 
to ſome of thoſe Perſons who have in their Hands the Ma- 
nagement of publick Affairs: It may be owing to their 
Neglect that Rogues are thus enabled to dreſs up and manage 
ſuch publick Scenes of Knavery. While ſuch fraudulent 
Practices are ſuffered, and our Trade thereby ſo much 
injured, can we approach the Throne, and ſay in ſuch a 
1 Manner, that we are ſatisfied with the Situatioh 
of our Affairs at home? For my part, Sir, J am no way 
ſatisfied with the preſent Situation of our Affairs either 
abroad or at home, and therefore I muſt move that theſe 
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ainted him that by the Orders of the Houſe, and the con- 

t Forms of their Proceedings, the making of an Amend- 

ment toany Part of a Motion, was an Approbation of every 

precceding Part of that Motion; and as that Part of the 

Motion which he propoſed to amend, preceded that which 

the Houſe had agreed to amend, therefore they could not 
now receive his Motion. 

This laſt Motion being thus drop'd, the Queſtion was put

the Prince of ¶ irtemberg, who, it was thought was gone 
to take the Command of the Army in Sileſia, is unexpectedly 
returned to Court, and the Officers of the military Chan- 
cery ſeem now to be in no haſte with the Freparations 
they were making for a Journey, The Saxon Troops have, 
however, Orders to March, under the Command of the 
Prince of Meiſſenſels: And ſome will have it, that the Im- 
perial Troops deſigned for Bohemia, are to march to the 
Rhine, without forming any Camp.

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There is a Report, that in Caſe of a War, the Elector 
Palatine will admit French Troops into his Reſidence of Man- 
heim, and conſequently into other Places of the Palatinate. 
This, if true, may very much alter the Face of Affairs in 
Germany; eſpecially if the Bavarian Houſe, which will not 

hear of Guarantying the Pragmatick' Sanction, ſhould 
take the ſame Meaſures: It is eaſy to conceive what Party 
the Eccleſiaſtical Electors would in this Caſe be obliged to 
take.

ALL. the Foreign Miniſters, excepting thoſe of France and 

Sweden (which, by the by, plainly ſnews which Party 
Stoeden Eſpouſes) have united in inſiſting upon Satisfaction 
for the Indignity lately offered the Saxon Ambaſſadors. Some 
private Letters from Warſaw, mention the Election's being 
put off for two Months; hut it ſeems more reaſonable to 
believe, that the Primate and his Party, as well as France,
